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GOVERNOR’S FOLSOM’S 
“STATE OF THE STATE” SPEECH 
APRIL 26, 1994, 6:30 P.M. 

Ladies and gentlemen, distinguished members of my Cabinet, 
members of the Alabama Legislature. 

Tonight we have an opportunity to change the future of our 
state. I have asked you here to consider how each of you can 
impact the lives of the children of Alabama. I have asked you here 
to finish the job you started and that job is to pass substantial and 
meaningful education reform. 

Look at these pictures. These were not taken in some third 
world country . . . these are pictures of schools in Alabama. 
Pictures of temporary classrooms that are long past temporary, 
classrooms so infested with termites that children have to be evac¬ 
uated when the termites swarm. Playgrounds that are unsafe and 
posted “No admittance.” Sets of encyclopedias dated 1948. 

This is not new to any of us. We know the horrible conditions 
and the shameful inequity that exists in our schools. The question 
is when are we going to finally do something about it? 

It was one year ago that I assumed this office of governor. I 
said then and I’ve said many times since that I do not intend to be 
a caretaker governor, making the easy decisions and side stepping 
those who have their own baggage. There is no honor in preserving 
the status quo when change is begging to take place. Instead, 
there is dishonor in allowing opportunity to slip from our grasp, 
squandering our dreams for Alabama’s future. 

There are forces in Alabama that want to keep the status quo, 
and that means keeping education the way it has been for the past 
25 years. That means putting our schools under a court order in 
order to effect reform. Let me notify you right now, this governor 
intends to shake up the status quo. But make no mistake about 
this, when it comes to funding and distribution, the people of 
Alabama will decide with their votes how this will be determined. 

I think this state has made real and substantial progress in the 
past year. Our unemployment rate is the lowest it’s been in 15 years 
and our employment rate is the highest in this state’s history. We 
landed the economic prize of the century when no one, and I mean no 
one, thought we had a snowball’s chance of getting Mercedes to come 
here. We’ve already seen our state’s economic landscape change 
through the tax incentive legislation that you passed. Already, com¬ 
panies taking advantage of that legislation will bring in one billion 
dollars and 4,000 new jobs to the men and women of this state. 
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Within 20 years, the Mercedes plant and related industries will bring 
in some $7.3 billion and 15,000 new jobs . . . jobs for the hard work¬ 
ing tax payers of this state, men and women who will contribute 
more money for schools and improvements to our communities. 

You did that, members of the Alabama Legislature, by having 
the vision to vote for this state’s future. We would not have 
Mercedes or the 4,000 new jobs in this state if you, all of you, had 
not worked hard on those jobs. That showed extreme foresight and 
leadership on your part. 

Now, I’m asking you to show the same kind of leadership for 
the sake of our children. I’m asking you to do the job you were sent 
here to do and that is to act in the best interest of the people who 
elected you. Leadership means choosing the hard road over the 
easy one if success lies at the end of the tough terrain. Author 
James Belasco said “The common thread through all success sto¬ 
ries is the action of leaders ... to create the RIGHT new tomorrow 
and then to empower the people to achieve that tomorrow.” 

The children of Alabama deserve that right new tomorrow and 
you can give it to them . . . you can give it to yourselves as wit¬ 
nesses and creators of new Alabama ... an Alabama where men 
and women who want to work have high paying jobs ... an 
Alabama where children who want to learn have safe classrooms 
conducive to creativity and expression ... an Alabama where fami¬ 
lies can enjoy adequate health care and crime free neighborhoods 
... an Alabama that does not allow guns to get into the hands of 
our children. 

I am asking each of you in the Alabama Legislature to pass my 
Alabama First plan because it is the best thing you can do for our 
children and for our state. 

It all comes back down to education, folks. Industries look for 
it in a work torce. Our children must have it to compete in this 
global market place. It is the key factor in reducing crime and the 
disintegration of the family network that is the base of so many of 
our societal problems. And, I hardly need remind you, it is the cen¬ 
tral focus of the legal mandate we are facing. 

I have called you back into Special Session for a second try at 
passage of this substantial reform plan because it is the most cru¬ 
cial issue we will ever face. It is also a tremendous opportunity for 
you to be part of moving this state forward. It is the right thing to 
do because reform and change in our schools is inevitable. You 
must ask yourselves tonight whether you want to be the architects 
of this state’s future or if you want to turn it over to the courts as 
has been done too often in our past. You control the design of this 
plan. You control the destiny of our children. 
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We’ve talked a lot about education reform but do we realize 
what it means? For the children of Alabama, education reform 
means safe buses, warm school buildings, up to date textbooks, 
more and better technology, parental involvement and decisions 
made at the school level. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I ask you tonight, give the children of 
Alabama the blessing of knowledge. Let their minds learn about 
the speed of light instead of the speed of failure. Let them wonder 
about quarks and atoms and the structure of the planets but don’t 
let them wonder why we as adults have shortchanged them again. 
Let them marvel about the mysteries of the universe . . . not at the 
shortsightedness of the human mind that sees only political expe¬ 
diency as a reason for action. 

I am not being inflexible. I am not wedded to exactly this plan. 
There have already been numerous good ideas added to my plan. I 
am always open to reasonable discussion and compromise. But 
make no mistake, whatever passes this legislative body this time 
under the mantle of education reform must move substantially in 
the direction of satisfying Judge Reese’s equity funding order. If it 
does not, I will veto it. 

Whatever passes this legislative body must also contain strong 
accountability measures, equitable funding and distribution of that 
binding and high academic standards or I will veto that as well. And 
in the unfortunate event that you decide to take no satisfactory action 
for the sake of our children, I will call you back into special session 
within 90 days. We’re going to stay here until we get this right 
because the best interests and the future of our children is at stake. 

I would like to talk with you about another matter that is cru¬ 
cial to the well being of our people and that is the frightening pro¬ 
liferation of crime and violence in our state. The shocking photo 
here shows a teenager who was shot in her own classroom. 
Children shooting children anywhere is a nightmare, children 
shooting children at school is a horror story. Teenagers who con¬ 
duct mass slaughter for the proceeds from a fast food restaurant 
are obscenely immoral. Our senior men and women, people who 
should be enjoying their golden years in peace, terrorized by gangs 
and robbers, are afraid to stay in their own homes in a country 
that allegedly believes in law and order. We as responsible men 
and women should be outraged that incidents like these have hap¬ 
pened in our communities. You have already shown great wisdom 
in passing the juvenile age bill during the regular session. Once 
again, I’m asking you to finish what you’ve started and to consider 
my package of bills that are very tough on crimes. In Alabama we 
intend to measure mercy to criminals as they have to their victims. 
Crime will no longer be a growth industry in this state. 
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We have our work cut out for us here in Alabama. We have 
made tremendous progress in the past year in jobs and economic 
development. Our success in education is considerably less obvious 
but major legislation often requires more than one try. It is worth 
it to know that we have been blessed with another opportunity to 
act in the best interest of our children, our people and our state. I 
know that each of you, as leaders, as parents and as men and 
women of honor, will seize this opportunity. Thank you and God 
bless you.

FIRST SPECIAL SESSION, 1994 


Act No. 94-723 H. 173 - Rep. McMillan 

AN ACT 

To propose an Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 , ratifying 
and validating all ad valorem tax levies and payments made in Baldwin County. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended, is proposed and shall become valid 
as a part thereof when approved by a majority of the qualified elec¬ 
tors voting thereon and in accordance with Sections 284, 285, and 
287 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended: 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

(a) All ad valorem tax levies and payments collected in 
Baldwin County prior to the approval of this amendment, are 
hereby ratified, validated, and confirmed. 

(b) This amendment shall not become effective unless 
approved at a referendum by a majority of the qualified electors of 
Baldwin County voting on the proposition. The referendum shall 
be held at the same time as the election for the ratification of this 
amendment, as provided for in Section 2 of this act, and no further 
election shall be required. 

Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment shall 
be held at the next general, special, primary, or constitutional 
amendment election held more than three months after final 
adjournment of the session of the Legislature at which this act is 
adopted. The election shall be held in accordance with Sections 284 
and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, and 
the general election laws of this state. 

Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amend¬ 
ment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor. The procla¬ 
mation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks 
immediately preceding the day appointed for the election in a 
newspaper in each county of the state. In every county in which no 
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newspaper is published, a copy of the notice shall be posted at each 
courthouse and post office.

AN ACT 

Relating to Dale County; to provide that there shall be levied and collected in 
each separate school district in Dale County, for the purpose of providing funds to 
public schools in each school district, a sales and use tax generally paralleling the 
state sales and use tax; providing that the sales and use tax shall contain the same 
exemptions and exclusions provided for in the state sales and use tax; providing 
that the rate of sales and use tax shall be one-fourth of the rate of the state sales 
and use tax; providing for the collection of the revenue from the taxes; providing 
that the proceeds of the tax shall be paid to the board of education that is to be 
charged with the administration of public schools in the district in which any sales 
or use shall take place; and providing that the governing body of any incorporated 
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municipality in Dale County in which the general administration and supervision 
of public schools shall be vested in a city board of education may provide that the 
tax shall not be levied, in whole or in part, in any municipality. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In order to provide funds for the benefit of public 
schools in Dale County, there is hereby levied in each separate 
school district in Dale County, and shall be assessed and collected 
in each separate school district, a sales and use tax generally par¬ 
alleling the sales and use tax of the State of Alabama, which sales 
and use tax shall be in addition to any and all other county taxes 
heretofore or hereafter authorized by law in Dale County for school 
purposes. The sales and use tax so levied in each school district in 
Dale County shall be subject to all the exemptions and exclusions 
contained in the state sales and use tax, except that the rate there¬ 
of shall be one-fourth the rate of the state sales and use tax. 

Section 2. A tax shall be levied in each separate school district 
in Dale County but there may be excluded from the levy and collec¬ 
tion of any tax, in whole or in part, in the discretion of its governing 
body, any sales or use which shall take place in any incorporated 
municipality in Dale County in which the general administration 
and supervision of public schools shall be vested in a city board of 
education. The governing body of any incorporated municipality may 
provide that the sales and use tax shall not be levied in the munici¬ 
pality by ordinance of the municipality placed on file with the 
Department of Revenue of the State of Alabama; but any such ordi¬ 
nance may be repealed or amended to provide that the sales and use 
tax shall again be levied, as a whole or in part, in any municipality. 

Section 3. All the proceeds from any tax levied pursuant to 
this act (less the costs of collection thereof) shall be paid to the 
board of education that is charged with the administration of pub¬ 
lic schools in the school district in Dale County in which any sale 
or use that is subject to the tax herein levied shall take place. 

Section 4, It is the intention of the Legislature that the sales and 
use tax herein levied shall be deemed a tax to be collected in each of the 
separate school districts in Dale County, and not in Dale County as a 
whole. The tax herein levied shall therefore be deemed a district tax as 
that term is used in Amendment No. 3 to the Constitution of Alabama, 
and not a county tax, as that term is also used in Amendment No. 3. 

Section 5. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary herein, 
there shall not be levied hereunder any tax measured by gross 
receipts, except a sales or use tax which generally parallels, except 
for the rate of tax, that imposed by the state under applicable law. 

Section 6. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 
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Section 7. All laws or parts of law which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. Specifically, Act No. 87-347, H. 121, enacted at the 
1987 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, is hereby repealed; 
but if any board of education in Dale County shall have issued any war¬ 
rants, notes, or other evidences of indebtedness payable out of the pro¬ 
ceeds of the tax levied by Act No. 87-347, any warrants shall hereafter 
be payable from the tax levied and collected under this act. 

Section 8. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Winston County; providing for the establishment of a consolidated 
and unified system for assessment and collection of taxes under the supervision of 
an elected county official designated as county revenue commissioner; providing for 
the election, power, duties, term of office, and compensation of the official; abolish¬ 
ing the offices of tax assessor and tax collector; and providing for a referendum. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . At the expiration of the terms of office, or if a 
vacancy occurs in either the Office of Tax Assessor or the Office of 
Tax Collector of Winston County, then immediately upon the 
occurrence of a vacancy there shall be established the Office of 
County Revenue Commissioner in Winston County. If the office is 
established upon the occurrence of a vacancy in either the office of 
tax assessor or tax collector, then the tax assessor or tax collector, 
as the case may be, remaining in office shall be the county revenue 
commissioner for the remainder of the term for which he or she 
was elected. A county revenue commissioner shall be elected at an 
election called for that purpose and every six years thereafter. He 
or she shall serve for a term of office of six years. 

Section 2. The county revenue commissioner shall do and per¬ 
form all acts, duties, and functions required by law performed either 
by the tax assessor or by the tax collector of the county relative to the 
assessment of property for ad valorem taxation, the collection of the 
taxes, the keeping of records, and the making of reports concerning 
assessments for and the collection of taxes. 

Section 3. Subject to the approval of the county commission, 
the county revenue commissioner shall appoint and fix the duties of 
a sufficient number of deputies, clerks, and assistants to perform 
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properly the duties of his or her office. The acts of the deputies 
shall have the same force and legal effect as if performed by the 
county revenue commissioner. 

Section 4. Before entering upon the duties of his or her 
office, the county revenue commissioner shall take the oath of 
office prescribed by Article XVI of the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901, and execute a bond in a sum fixed by the county commission, 
giving as security thereon a bonding company authorized to do 
business in Alabama. The bond shall be conditioned, as other offi¬ 
cial bonds are conditioned, and shall be approved by and filed with 
the judge of probate. The cost of the bond shall be paid out of the 
general funds of the county on a warrant of the county commission 
and shall be a preferred claim against the county. 

Section 5. The county commission shall provide the necessary 
offices for the county revenue commissioner and shall provide all sta¬ 
tionery, equipment, and office supplies, not otherwise furnished by 
law, needed for the efficient performance of the duties of the office. 

Section 6. The county revenue commissioner shall collect and 
pay into the general fund of the county all fees, percentages, commis¬ 
sions, and other allowances which the tax assessor and the tax collec¬ 
tor are now or hereafter by law authorized or directed to charge or 
collect for the performance of a duty imposed by law on the officers 
and transferred to and imposed on the county revenue commissioner. 
As compensation for performance of the duties of his or her office, the 
county revenue commissioner shall receive a minimum salary as pro¬ 
vided by Section 40-6A-2 of the Code of Alabama 1975, payable in the 
manner prescribed by the county commission, out of the county gen¬ 
eral fund with the exact amount to be set by resolution of the county 
commission prior to the county revenue commissioner taking office. 

Section 7. The Offices of Tax Assessor and Tax Collector of 
Winston County shall be abolished effective on the last day of the 
term to ’which they arc elected, or on an earlier date, as is pre¬ 
scribed in Section 1 of this act, if a vacancy occurs in either the 
office of tax assessor or tax collector. 

Section 8* It is the purpose of this act to conserve revenue and 
promote the public convenience in Winston County by consolidating 
the offices of tax assessor and tax collector into one county office. 

Section 9. This act shall be inoperative and void unless it 
shall have been approved by a majority of the qualified electors of 
Winston County who vote at a referendum election held for this pur¬ 
pose. The election shall be held and conducted as nearly as may be 
in the same way as elections on amendments to the Constitution, 
and shall be held on the same day as the next special, general, or 
primary election held in Winston County next following final pas¬ 
sage of this act. Notice of the election shall be given by the Judge of 
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Probate of Winston County, which notice shall be published once a 
week for three successive weeks before the day of the election. On 
the ballots to be used at the election, the proposition to be voted on 
shall be stated substantially as follows: 

“Shall Act No._of the 1994 Regular Session of the 

Legislature, which provides for the abolition of the Offices of Tax 
Assessor and Tax Collector of Winston County and the consolida¬ 
tion of the duties of those offices into the one office to be known as 
the County Revenue Commissioner of Winston County, be 
approved? Yes ( ) No ( ).” 

If a majority of the votes cast at the election are affirmative 
votes, this act shall be in full force and effect immediately there¬ 
after. If a majority of the votes cast are in the negative, the act 
shall have no further effect. The Judge of Probate of Winston 
County shall certify the results of the election to the Secretary of 
State immediately after the returns have been certified. 

Section 10. If the office of tax assessor or tax collector 
should become vacant between the expiration of the term of office 
of either the tax assessor or tax collector and before the time of 
ratification of this act by the electors of Winston County, this act 
shall be implemented immediately and the election shall be called 
within 45 days of the vacancy. 

Section 11. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 5-2A-3, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the appointment 
of the Superintendent of Banks; to provide further for the procedure for the setting 
of the salary of the Superintendent and Assistant superintendents of Banks. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 5-2A-3, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“§5-2A-3. 

“The State Banking Department shall be in the charge of the super¬ 
intendent, who shall be the chief executive officer of the department. 
The superintendent shall be a person of good character and shall be 
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neither directly nor indirectly interested in, nor borrow money from, a 
bank chartered under the laws of this state. Debts of the superinten¬ 
dent existing at the time of his or her appointment with banks char¬ 
tered under the laws of this state may not be extended or renewed. The 
superintendent shall be appointed by the Governor by and with the con¬ 
sent of the senate and his or her salary shall be set by the Governor 
within a salary range established by the Banking Board. The salary of 
any Assistant Superintendent of Banks shall be set by the Governor 
within a salary range established by the Banking Board for the position 
of Assistant Superintendent of Banks. Sections 36-6-5 and 36-6-6 shall 
not apply to the Superintendent of Banks. The term of office of the 
superintendent shall expire on the first day of February after the expi¬ 
ration of the term of office of the Governor making the appointment. If 
for any reason there is a vacancy in the office while the senate is not in 
session, the Governor shall appoint a superintendent who shall hold 
office and exercise the powers conferred by law upon the office until the 
senate meets and passes on the appointment. If the appointment is dis¬ 
approved by the senate, the appointee shall vacate the office immedi¬ 
ately and another appointment shall be made by the Governor in like 
manner until an appointment is confirmed by the senate. To be eligible 
for appointment as superintendent, a person shall have had at least five 
years’ experience in the 10 years next preceding the appointment either 
as an officer of an Alabama bank or an examiner or other officer in a 
federal or state bank supervisory agency, including the Office of the 
Comptroller of the Currency, the Federal Reserve System, the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, and the banking departments of the 
various states or other equivalent experience for at least five years in 
the 10 years next preceding the appointment.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

To amend Sections 2 and 6 of Act 94-232, S. 76, 1994 Regular Session, to pro¬ 
vide further for cost-of-living increases to certain retirees and beneficiaries of the 
Employees’ Retirement System. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. Section 2 of Act 94-232 of the 1994 Regular 
Session is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 2. (a) Commencing October 1, 1994, each person whose 
employer participated in the Employees’ Retirement System pursuant 
to Section 36-27-6, Code of Alabama 1975, whose effective date of retire¬ 
ment for purposes of receiving benefits from the Employees’ Retirement 
System is prior to October 1, 1994, and who is receiving or is entitled to 
receive a monthly allowance from the Employees’ Retirement System, 
may receive a cost-of-living increase determined by the formula used in 
Section 1, if the employer elects to come under this act. Retirees who 
chose Options 2, 3, or 4 shall receive the cost-of-living increase reduced 
by the same percentage as the reduction which occurred because of the 
option selected unless the designated beneficiary under the option is 
deceased on October 1, 1994, in which case the increase shall not be 
reduced. Any employer making the election to come under the act shall 
bear the cost of the cost-of-living increases paid to its employees pur¬ 
suant to this section. Any employer participating under Section 36-27-6, 
Code of Alabama 1975, may elect to come under this act at the begin¬ 
ning of any subsequent fiscal year and the employer shall not be 
required to pay this cost-of-living increase retroactively. 

“(b) If the employer elects to come under this act, beneficiaries 
of deceased members or deceased retirees retired from an employer 
participating in the Employees’ Retirement System pursuant to 
Section 36-27-6, Code of Alabama 1975, shall receive the same cost- 
of-living increase provided in Section 1, reduced by the retiree’s 
option factor but the reduction shall not make the increase less 
than twenty-five dollars ($25) per month.” 

Section 2. Section 6 of Act No. 94-232 of the 1994 Regular 
Session is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 6. Any pensioner who retired from a city, town, 
county, or public or quasi public organization of the state before the 
city, town, county, or public or quasi public organization of the state 
became a member of the Employees’ Retirement System, and who is 
receiving a monthly benefit on the effective date of this act adminis¬ 
tered by the Employees’ Retirement System, may receive an increase 
in benefits in the amount of not less than sixty dollars ($60) nor more 
than one hundred dollars ($100) per month if the city, town, county, 
or public or quasi public organization of the state elects to fund the 
increase, provided the pensioner retired prior to October 1, 1994.” 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 4 of H. 583, 1994 Regular Session, as enacted, becomes, 
relating to the regulation of the telemarketing industry, to provide further for the 
exemption afforded utility companies from the act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 4 of H. 583, 1994 Regular Session, as 
enacted, becomes, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 4. The provisions of this act do not apply to: 

“(1) A person engaging in commercial telephone solicitation 
where the solicitation is an isolated transaction and not done in 
the course of a pattern of repeated transactions of like nature. 

“(2) A person making calls for religious, charitable, political, 
educational, or other noncommercial purposes or a person solicit¬ 
ing for a nonprofit corporation if that corporation is properly regis¬ 
tered with the Secretary of State and is included within the 
exemption of the Alabama Revenue Code or Section 501(c)(3) of 
the Internal Revenue Code or rural electric cooperatives formed 
under Chapter 6 of Title 37 of the Code of Alabama or affiliates or 
subsidiaries thereof. 

“(3) A person soliciting: 

“a. Without the intent to complete or obtain provisional accep¬ 
tance of a sale during the telephone solicitation. 

“b. Who does not make the major sales presentation during 
the telephone solicitation. 

u q Without the intent to complete, and who does not, complete, 
the sales presentation during the telephone solicitation, but who 
completes the sales presentation at a later face-to-face meeting 
between the seller and the prospective purchaser. However, if a 
seller, directly following a telephone solicitation, causes an individ¬ 
ual whose primary purpose it is to go to the prospective purchaser 
to collect the payment or deliver any item purchased, this exemp¬ 
tion does not apply. 

“(4) Any licensed securities, commodities, or investment bro¬ 
ker, dealer, or investment adviser, when soliciting within the scope 
of his or her license. As used in this section, “licensed securities, 
commodities, or investment broker, dealer, or investment adviser” 
means a person subject to license or registration by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, by the National Association of 
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Securities Dealers or other self-regulatory organization as defined 
by the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 (15 U.S.C. Section 781), or 
by an official or agency of this state or of any state, commonwealth 
or territory of the United States. 

“(5) Any licensed associated person of a securities, commodi¬ 
ties, or investment broker, dealer, or investment adviser, when 
soliciting within the scope of his or her license. As used in this sec¬ 
tion, “licensed associated person of a securities, commodities, or 
investment broker, dealer, or investment adviser” means any asso¬ 
ciated person registered or licensed by the National Association of 
Securities Dealers or other self-regulatory organization as defined 
by the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 (15 U.S.C. Section 781), or 
by an official or agency of this state or of any state, commonwealth 
or territory of the United States. 

“(6) A person primarily soliciting the sale of a newspaper, 
periodical of general circulation, or magazine. 

“(7) A book, video, or record club or contractual plan or 
arrangement: 

“a. Under which the seller provides the consumer with a form 
which the consumer may use to instruct the seller not to ship the 
offered merchandise. 

“b. Which is regulated by the Federal Trade Commission trade 
regulation concerning “use of negative option plans by sellers in 
commerce.” 

“c. Which provides for the sale of books, records, or videos 
which are not covered under paragraph a. or paragraph b., includ¬ 
ing continuity plans, subscription arrangements, standing order 
arrangements, supplements, and series arrangements under 
which the seller periodically ships merchandise to a consumer who 
has consented in advance to receive the merchandise on a periodic 
basis. 

“(8) Any supervised financial institution or parent, subsidiary, 
or affiliate thereof. As used in this section, “supervised financial 
institution” means any commercial bank, trust company, savings 
and loan association, mutual savings bank, credit union, industrial 
loan company, consumer finance lender, commercial finance 
lender, or insurer, provided that the institution is subject to super¬ 
vision by an official or agency of this state, of any state, or of the 
United States. 

“(9) Any licensed insurance broker, agent, customer represen¬ 
tative, or solicitor when soliciting within the scope of his or her 
license. As used in this section, “licensed insurance broker, agent, 
customer representative, or solicitor” means any insurance broker, 
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agent, customer representative, or solicitor licensed by an official 
or agency of this state or of any state of the United States licensed 
in accordance with the Alabama Insurance Code (Title 27, Code of 
Alabama 1975). 

“(10) A person soliciting the sale of services provided by a 
cable television system operating under authority of a franchise or 
permit. 

“(11) A business-to-business sale where: 

“a. The commercial telephone seller has been operating con¬ 
tinuously for at least three years under the same business name 
and has at least 50 percent of its dollar volume consisting of repeat 
sales to existing businesses. 

“b. The purchaser business intends to resell or offer for pur¬ 
poses of advertisement or as a promotional item the property or 
goods purchased. 

“c. The purchaser business intends to use the property or 
goods purchased in a recycling, reuse, remanufacturing, or manu¬ 
facturing, process. 

“(12) A person who solicits sales or advertising by periodically 
publishing and delivering a catalog, periodical, or magazine of the 
seller's merchandise or ad purchasers, merchandise to prospective 
purchasers, if the catalog, periodical, or magazine: 

“a. Contains a written description or illustration of each item 
or service offered for sale. 

“b. Includes the physical, permanent business address or 
home address of the seller. 

“c. Includes at least 20 pages of written material and illustra¬ 
tion and is distributed in more than one state. 

“d. Has an annual cumulative circulation by mailing of not 
less than 150,000. 

“(13) A person who solicits contracts for the maintenance or 
repair of goods previously purchased from the person making the 
solicitation or on whose behalf the solicitation is made. 

“(14) A telephone company or utility company which is regu¬ 
lated by the Alabama Public Service Commission, or any 
employee, officer, director, or authorized sales representative of 
such telephone company or utility company when soliciting prod¬ 
ucts or services which would be subject to Public Service 
Commission regulation on behalf of such telephone company, utili¬ 
ty company, or a Federal Communications Commission licensed 
cellular telephone company or affiliates or other bona fide radio 
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telecommunication services provider. Provided, however, that such 
authorized sales representatives shall be subject to the same rules 
and regulations as the exempted company through the Public 
Service Commission. 

“(15) A person who is licensed pursuant to Chapter 13, Title 
34, Code of Alabama 1975, who is soliciting within the scope of the 
license. 

“(16) A person licensed pursuant to Section 5 when soliciting 
pursuant to that license. 

“(17) An issuer or a subsidiary of an issuer that has a class of 
securities which is subject to Section 12 of the Securities Exchange 
Act of 1934 (15 U.S.C. Section 781) and which is either registered 
or exempt from registration under paragraph (A), paragraph (B), 
paragraph (C), paragraph (E), paragraph (F), paragraph (G), or 
paragraph (H) of subsection (g) (2) of that section. 

“(18) A business soliciting exclusively the sale of telephone 
answering services provided that the telephone answering services 
will be supplied by the solicitor. 

“(19) A person soliciting a transaction regulated by the 
Commodity Futures Trading Commission if the person is regis¬ 
tered or temporarily licensed for this activity with the Commodity 
Futures Trading Commission under the Commodity Exchange Act 
(7 U.S.C. Section 1 et seq.) and the registration or license has not 
expired, or been suspended or revoked. 

“(20) A person soliciting the sale of food or produce if the solic¬ 
itation neither intends to result in, or actually results in, a sale 
which costs the purchaser in excess of five hundred dollars ($500). 

“(21) A person soliciting business from prospective consumers 
who have an existing business relationship with or who have pre¬ 
viously purchased from the business enterprise for which the solic¬ 
itor is calling, if the solicitor is operating under the same exact 
business name. 

“(22) A person who has been operating, for at least one year, a 
retail business establishment under the same name as that used 
in connection with telemarketing, and both of the following occur 
on a continuing basis: 

“a. Either products are displayed and offered for sale or services 
are offered for sale and provided at the business establishment. 

“b. A majority of the seller’s business involves the buyer 
obtaining the products or services at the seller’s location. 

“(23) Any person who is duly licensed under Section 34-27-66, 
Code of Alabama 1975. 
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“(24) Any telephone marketing service company which pro¬ 
vides telemarketing sales services under contract to sellers and 
has been operating continuously for at least five years under the 
same business name and 75 percent of its contracts are performed 
on behalf of persons exempted from this act by this section. 

“(25) A person or business soliciting the sale of an annual pub¬ 
lication comprised of a biographical compilation of notable and dis¬ 
tinguished individuals.” 

“Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Regulating the sale of alcoholic beverages in areas of the City of Madison 
located within Madison County, and providing for a public hearing and advertising. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Except as provided in this act, in order to provide 
for additional local control and regulation of the sale of alcoholic 
beverages in areas of the City of Madison located within Madison 
County, in addition to all other power and authority granted by 
state law, the governing body of the City of Madison is hereby 
authorized to regulate the days and hours of operation of estab¬ 
lishments selling and serving alcoholic beverages, specify zones in 
the city in which businesses required to have retail off-premise or 
on-premise Alcoholic Beverage Control Board licenses may oper¬ 
ate, issue and set fees for local business licenses for establish¬ 
ments selling and serving alcoholic beverages, and adopt ordi¬ 
nances regulating the establishments. Any authority granted 
herein shall not be construed to affect, modify, or amend the 
authority otherwise reserved to the state for the issuance and 
revocation of licenses for the sale of alcoholic beverages nor shall 
this act authorize any nightclubs, or the expansion of the days of 
operation of any nightclub, or any expanded days for the sale of 
alcoholic beverages for off-premises consumption by any licensee. 

Section 2. The days of operation currently in effect for 
establishments selling and serving alcoholic beverages in the City 
of Madison may only be changed if the establishment derives at 
least 50 percent of its revenue from food or lodging, and if the ordi¬ 
nance is approved by a referendum of the qualified electors of the 
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areas of the City of Madison located within Madison County to 
become effective. 

Section 3. Prior to holding any referendum pursuant to 
Section 2, the City of Madison shall: (i) advertise any proposed 
ordinance changing the days of operation once a week for four con¬ 
secutive weeks in the same manner as a local bill is required to be 
advertised under Section 106 of the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901, (ii) conduct a public hearing on the proposed ordinance, and 
(iii) formally adopt the proposed ordinance after a hearing is 
conducted. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

schools. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 16-28-12, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
am ended to read as follows: 

“§16-28-12. 

“(a) Each parent, guardian, or other person having control or 
custody of any child required to attend school or receive regular 
instruction by a private tutor who fails to have the child enrolled 
in school or who fails to send the child to school, or have him or her 
instructed by a private tutor during the time the child is required 
to attend a public school, private school, church school, denomina¬ 
tional school, or parochial school, or be instructed by a private 
tutor, or fails to require the child to regularly attend the school or 
tutor, or fails to compel the child to properly conduct himself or 
herself as a pupil in any public school in accordance with the writ¬ 
ten policy on school behavior adopted by the local board of educa¬ 
tion pursuant to this section and documented by the appropriate 
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school official which conduct may result in the suspension of the 
pupil, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall 
be fined not more than one hundred dollars ($100) and may also be 
sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more than 90 days. 
The absence of a child without the consent of the principal teacher 
of the public school he or she attends or should attend, or of the 
tutor who instructs or should instruct the child, shall be prima 
facie evidence of the violation of this section. 

“(b) Each local public board of education shall adopt a written 
policy for its standards on school behavior. Each local public school 
superintendent shall provide at the commencement of each aca¬ 
demic year a copy of the written policy on school behavior to each 
parent, guardian, or other person having care or control of a child 
who is enrolled. Included in the written policy shall be a copy of 
this section. The signature of the student and the parent, 
guardian, or other person having control or custody of the child 
shall document receipt of the policy. 

“(c) Any parent, guardian, or other person having control or 
custody of any child enrolled in public school who fails to require 
the child to regularly attend the school or tutor, or fails to compel 
the child to properly conduct himself or herself as a pupil in accor¬ 
dance with the written policy on school behavior adopted by the 
local board of education and documented by the appropriate school 
official which conduct may result in the suspension of the pupil, 
shall be reported by the principal to the superintendent of educa¬ 
tion of the school system in which the suspected violation occurred. 
The superintendent of education or his or her designee shall report 
suspected violations to the district attorney within 10 days. Any 
principal or superintendent of education or his or her designee 
intentionally failing to report a suspected violation shall be guilty 
of a Class C misdemeanor. The district attorney shall vigorously 
enforce this section to ensure proper conduct and required atten¬ 
dance by any child enrolled in public school.” 

Section 2, All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . (a) A person who unlawfully sells, furnishes, or 

gives a controlled substance as defined in Section 20-2-2, Code of 
Alabama 1975, to a minor may be liable for injury or damage or 
both suffered by a third person caused by or resulting from the use 
of the controlled substance by the minor, if the sale, furnishing, or 
giving of the controlled substance is the proximate cause of the 
injury or damage. 

(b) A third person who is injured or damaged or both, under 
subsection (a) shall have a cause of action against the person sell¬ 
ing, furnishing, or giving the controlled substance to the minor. 

(c) Conviction under any criminal law relating to the unlawful 
sale, furnishing, or giving of a controlled substance shall conclu¬ 
sively establish an unlawful sale, furnishing, or giving of a con¬ 
trolled substance under this section. 

(d) Upon the death of a party, the cause of action or right to 
the cause of action shall survive to the estate of the party. 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 16-1-24.1, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to standards of 
discipline for public schools, to provide further for discipline in the schools and the 
establishment of school discipline plans, including policies concerning drugs, alco¬ 
hol, weapons, and physical harm to a person, and to provide for the development of 
a statewide violence prevention program. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1 . Section 16-1-24.1, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§16-1-24.1. 

“(a) The legislature finds a compelling public interest in 
ensuring that schools are made safe and drug-free for all students 
and school employees. The legislature finds the need for a compre¬ 
hensive safe school and drug-free school policy to be adopted by 
the state board of education. This policy should establish mini¬ 
mum standards for classes of offenses and prescribe uniform mini¬ 
mum procedures and penalties for those who violate the policies. It 
is the intent of the legislature that our schools remain safe and 
drug-free for all students and school employees. The state board of 
education shall adopt and all local boards of education shall uni¬ 
formly enforce policies that protect all students and school employ¬ 
ees. The state board of education shall require local school systems 
to modify their policies, practices or procedures so as to ensure a 
safe school environment free of illegal drugs, alcohol, or weapons. 
Any rules and regulations adopted by the state board of education 
pursuant to this section shall be exempt from section 41-22-3(3). 
These modifications shall include the formulation of a discipline 
plan setting forth policies, practices, and procedures dealing with 
students or other persons who bring illegal drugs, alcohol, or 
weapons on a school campus. The discipline plan shall also include 
uniform drug-free school policies with uniform penalties. 

“(b) The principal shall notify appropriate law enforcement offi¬ 
cials when any person violates local board of education policies con¬ 
cerning drugs, alcohol, weapons, physical harm to a person, or 
threatened physical harm to a person. If any criminal charge is war¬ 
ranted arising from the conduct, the principal is authorized to sign 
the appropriate warrant. If that person is a student enrolled in any 
public school in the State of Alabama, the local school system shall 
immediately suspend that person from attending regular classes 
and schedule a hearing at the earliest possible date, which shall not 
be later than five school days. The decision to suspend or initiate 
criminal charges against a student, or both, shall include a review 
and consideration of the student’s exceptional status, if applicable, 
under Chapter 39, or appropriate federal statutory or case law. 

“(c) If a person is found to have violated a local board of educa¬ 
tion policy concerning drugs, alcohol, weapons, physical harm to a 
person, or threatened physical harm to a person, the person may 
not be readmitted to the public schools of this state until (1) crimi¬ 
nal charges or offenses arising from the conduct, it any, have been 
disposed of by appropriate authorities and (2) the person has satis¬ 
fied all other requirements imposed by the local board of education 
as a condition for readmission. 
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“(d) Any person determined to be guilty of an offense involving 
drugs, alcohol, weapons, physical harm to a person, or threatened 
physical harm to a person, may be readmitted to the public schools 
of this state upon such conditions as the local board of education 
shall prescribe for preservation of the safety or security of students 
and employees of the local school board, which may include, but 
are not limited to, psychiatric or psychological evaluation and 
counseling. 

“(e) (1) A copy of the school system’s discipline plan shall be 
distributed to all students enrolled in the system and their par¬ 
ents, guardians, or custodians shall read the plan and sign a state¬ 
ment verifying that they have been given notice of the discipline 
policies of their respective school system. The school board shall 
have its official discipline plan reviewed on an annual basis to 
ensure that its policies and procedures are currently in compliance 
with applicable statutes, case law, and state and federal constitu¬ 
tional provisions. 

“(2) All discipline plans of school systems shall include, but 
not be limited to, all of the following: 

“a. A parent, guardian, custodian, or person, excluding a fos¬ 
ter parent, responsible for the care or control of a minor child 
enrolled in a public school system shall be responsible financially 
for such child’s destructive acts against school property or persons. 

“b. A parent, guardian, custodian, or person, excluding a fos¬ 
ter parent, responsible for the care or control of a minor child 
enrolled in a public school system may be requested to appear at 
school by an appropriate school official for a conference regarding 
acts of the child specified in subsection (a). 

“c. A parent, guardian, custodian, or person, excluding a foster 
parent, responsible for the care or control of a minor child enrolled 
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by an appropriate school official shall be required under this provi¬ 
sion to attend such discipline conference specified in paragraph b. 

“(3) Any public school system shall be entitled to recover actual 
damages, plus necessary court costs, from the parent or guardian, 
or both, of any minor who maliciously and willfully damages or 
destroys property belonging to the school system. However, this 
section shall not apply to parents whose parental control of any 
child has been removed by court order or decree or to parents of 
exceptional children with specific mental and physical impairments 
if the damage is determined to result from the impairments. The 
action authorized in this section shall be in addition to all other 
actions which the school system is entitled to maintain and nothing 
in this section shall preclude recovery in a greater amount from the 
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minor or from a person, including the parents or guardian, or both, 
for damages to which such minor other person would otherwise be 
liable. 

“(4) This section shall apply only to acts committed on or after 
August 1, 1992. 

“(f) The local school board shall adopt and make available to all 
teachers, school personnel, students, and parents or guardians, at 
the beginning of the 1992-93 school year and each school year 
thereafter, a code of student conduct developed in consultation with 
teachers, school personnel, students, and parents or guardians. The 
code shall be based on the rules governing student conduct and dis¬ 
cipline adopted by the school board and may be made available at 
the school level in the student handbook or similar publication. The 
code shall include, but not be limited to, all of the following: 

“(1) Specific grounds for disciplinary action. 

“(2) Procedures to be followed for acts requiring discipline. 

“(3) An explanation of the responsibilities and rights of stu¬ 
dents with regard to attendance, respect for persons and property, 
knowledge and observation of rules of conduct, the right to learn, 
free speech and student publications, assembly, privacy, and par¬ 
ticipation in school programs and activities. 

“(g) Except in the case of excessive force or cruel and unusual 
punishment, no certified or noneertified employee of the state 
board of education or any local board of education shall be civilly 
liable for any action carried out in conformity with state law and 
system or school rules regarding the control, discipline, suspen¬ 
sion, and expulsion of students. 

“(h) Nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent a 
local board of education from promulgating more stringent rules 
and regulations than those adopted on the state level, in order to 
foster and maintain a safe and drug-free environment in the public 
schools.” 

Section 2. (a) For purposes of this act, the following words 

and terms shall have the following meanings: 

(1) GUIDANCE COUNSELING PROCEDURES. Procedures 
providing planned, sequential activities and services designed to help 
all students develop skills in the areas of personal and social growth, 
educational planning, and career and vocational development. 

(2) LAW-RELATED EDUCATION. Education which provides 
children and youth with the knowledge and skills pertaining to the 
law, the legal process, school safety, and citizenship responsibili¬ 
ties to promote law-abiding behavior with the purpose to prevent 
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children and youth from engaging in delinquency or violence and 
enable them to become productive citizens. 

(b) The Department of Education shall develop a statewide vio¬ 
lence prevention program using such resources as law-related edu¬ 
cation and guidance counseling procedures to develop violence pre¬ 
vention curricula for grades K through twelve, to provide training 
to teachers and school administrators on violence prevention, and 
to develop school-community partnerships for violence prevention. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 29-2-1 to 29-2-8, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, to 
change the name of the Joint Highway Committee to the Joint Transportation 
Committee. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 29-2-1 to 29-2-8, inclusive, Code of 
Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 

“§29-2-1. 

“The legislature hereby finds and declares as follows: A long- 
range program of highway development in Alabama (herein called 
‘the state’) is vital to the industrial and agricultural growth and to 
the present and future well-being of the citizens of the state; the 
highway system in the state must be adequate to meet such 
expanding needs; the highway construction, modification, mainte¬ 
nance, and administration to support such a system must include 
long-range planning, soundness in scope of the highway program, 
efficient performance, and fiscal responsibility in both policy and 
planning; the enactment of a long-range highway program will fur¬ 
ther the judicious expenditure of highway funds, will promote the 
public convenience and public safety, will enhance public confi¬ 
dence in the responsible expenditure of public funds, and will 
result in tangible benefits to the public by providing a sound pro¬ 
gram to facilitate vehicular traffic and safety; such a long-range 
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program will establish continuity in highway construction, modifi¬ 
cation, and maintenance programs, thereby enabling the state of 
Alabama transportation department (herein called ‘the transporta¬ 
tion department’) to operate at maximum efficiency with a greater 
return in highway benefits for the amount of public funds 
expended; all citizens and interested parties should be aware of 
how their highway dollars will be expended well in advance of 
such expenditures, and because changing of routes affect property 
values, all plans for such changes should be made known to all cit¬ 
izens simultaneously; such a long-range program requires advance 
consideration of priority of highway construction and modification 
projects and of adequate budgets for highway construction, modifi¬ 
cation, maintenance, and administration; and, to the foregoing 
ends, it is desirable to create a permanent joint transportation 
committee of the legislature which will develop expertise pertain¬ 
ing to highway matters within both legislative bodies and which 
will insure geographical balance in highway decision making. 

“This article shall be liberally construed in order to effect the 
purposes.” 

“§29-2-2. 

“There is hereby created a continuing permanent joint trans¬ 
portation committee of the legislature to be known as the ‘joint 
transportation committee.’ The committee shall consist of seven 
members of the senate appointed by the president of the senate and 
seven members of the house of representatives appointed by the 
speaker of the house of representatives, one senator and one house 
member to be a resident of each present United States congression¬ 
al district in the state. Members of the joint transportation commit¬ 
tee shall be appointed within five legislative days after the conven¬ 
ing of the first regular session after the election of each legislature. 
Members shall hold office during their terms as legislators and 
until their successors are appointed. Vacancies shall be filled by 
appointment by the respective presiding officer. Appointees shall be 
residents of the congressional district where the vacancy exists.” 

“§29-2-3. 

“Within 10 days after members of the joint transportation com¬ 
mittee are appointed as provided in this article, the committee 
shall convene at a place and time designated by the president of 
the senate in written notice given to each member at least five 
days in advance or without notice upon unanimous consent of the 
members of the joint transportation committee. At the meeting, 
and at the initial meeting during each session of the legislature, 
the joint transportation committee shall elect from its membership 
a chair and vice-chair. The joint transportation committee shall 
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meet, at the request of its chair or as its members shall determine, 
in both cases upon written notice at least five days in advance or 
without notice upon unanimous consent of its membership; pro¬ 
vided, that the committee shall meet at least once each three 
months. Decisions of the joint transportation committee may be 
made by a majority of the members present and voting at any 
meeting as long as a quorum is in attendance. A quorum shall con¬ 
sist of any eight members. If less than a quorum is present at any 
meeting or any adjournment thereof, those members who are pres¬ 
ent may adjourn the meeting from time to time and a majority 
vote of the members present shall be sufficient, without any notice 
other than by announcement at the meeting, to adjourn the meet¬ 
ing from time to time until a quorum is in attendance. At any 
adjourned meeting, any business may be transacted that might 
have been transacted at the meeting as originally called.” 

“§29-2-4. 

“The powers and duties of the joint transportation committee 
shall be the following: 

“(1) It shall review and concur in a long-range (five-year) fed¬ 
eral-aid highway plan for proposed highway construction of all 
highways on the state highway system, which long-range plan 
shall commence with the fiscal year of the state beginning October 
1, 1989. Prior to any deviation from the intent of the five-year 
plan, the joint transportation committee shall review and concur 
in the deviation, except commitments for highway projects neces¬ 
sary for new or expanded industry. Commitments for these indus¬ 
try projects shall be included in the next quarterly report by the 
transportation department. The plan shall be updated annually. 
The plans in appropriate form shall be made available to all gov¬ 
ernment agencies and all members of the public and news media. 

“(2) The review and concurrence in annual update of the five- 
year highway plan shall be accomplished by the joint transportation 
committee prior to September 1 each year. Failure of the joint trans¬ 
portation committee to concur in the annual update will not prevent 
the transportation department from proceeding with any project. 

“(3) It shall review the budget for highway construction, main¬ 
tenance, operation, and administration of the transportation 
department on an annual basis, which budget shall be reviewed 
not later than the fifteenth legislative day of each annual session 
of the legislature. 

“(4) It shall issue a report to the governor, lieutenant gover¬ 
nor, house of representatives, senate, and public within the first 
10 legislative days of each annual regular legislative session, com¬ 
paring actual performance of the transportation department in 
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terms of highway construction, maintenance, and costs of the 
same, to the original plan for the immediate preceding fiscal year. 

a (5) It shall recommend to the governor necessary funding for 
transportation department budgets to the extent necessary beyond 
funds already provided by law. 

“(6) It may retain the services of outside consultants, if neces¬ 
sary, and consult with other groups and individuals, including 
public interest groups, interested individuals, and appropriate 
departments of the University of Alabama, Auburn University, 
and other state institutions. 

“(7) It may hold public hearings, shall make diligent inquiry 
and a full examination of the long-range future highway needs of 
the state, and shall file all reports of its findings and recommenda¬ 
tions with both houses of the legislature and with the governor. 

“(8) It may call witnesses and do all things necessary or conve¬ 
nient in connection with and all things incidental to performance 
of the foregoing duties and powers. 

“(9) In performing its functions, the joint transportation com¬ 
mittee shall take into consideration, in determining plans for high¬ 
way construction and maintenance, among other factors all of the 
following: 

“a. Commuter benefits in the form of direct savings to working 
men and women traveling to and from their jobs in the state. 

“b. Industrial and agricultural growth. 

“c. Transportation safety. 

“d. Ecological impacts of transportation projects. 

“e. Recreation and tourism. 

“f. Traffic density.” 

“§29-2-5. 

“Each member of the joint transportation committee shall be 
entitled to his or her regular legislative compensation and his or 
her per diem and travel expenses for each day he or she attends a 
meeting thereof when the legislature is not in session or when the 
legislature is in recess without pay. These sums shall be paid out 
of any funds appropriated to use of the legislature on warrants 
drawn by the state comptroller upon requisition by the chair of the 
joint transportation committee. 

“§29-2-6. 

“The transportation department shall cooperate with the joint 
transportation committee and shall prepare or cause to be prepared 
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and furnished to the joint transportation committee, by July 1 each 
year, the long-range five-year federal-aid highway plan, for pro¬ 
posed highway construction and the transportation department’s 
annual budgets, all as referred to in section 29-2-4. The transporta¬ 
tion department shall include in its current annual work program 
sufficient projects to insure the complete utilization of all federal 
and state funds. It shall make available the books and records of 
the transportation department necessary for the joint transporta¬ 
tion committee to perform its functions and shall report to it quar¬ 
terly on the performance of the transportation department for the 
preceding fiscal quarter of the state and its proposed projects and 
plans for the current fiscal year thereof.” 

“§29-2-7. 

“The chair of the joint transportation committee may employ 
one full-time secretary, to be compensated at the same rate of pay 
as other secretaries employed by the legislature, and to be paid 
from funds appropriated for the use of the legislature.” 

“§29-2-8. 

“All bills originating in either house pertaining to highway 
projects under the jurisdiction of the transportation department, 
its budget, and all other matters of highway planning, construc¬ 
tion, modification, maintenance, operation, or administration shall 
be referred to the joint transportation committee for its recommen¬ 
dations and approval, which recommendations and approval shall 
be given due consideration by the committees of each house of the 
legislature in acting on any related legislation.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Act No. 34-786 S. 83 - Senator Lindsey 

AN ACT 

To require certain persons or entities to obtain a certification from the State 
Department of Public Health before conducting utilization reviews for covered med¬ 
ical insurance services. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1 . This act may be cited as the “Health Care Service 
Utilization Review Act.” 

Section 2. The purposes of this act are to: 

(1) Promote the delivery of quality health care in a cost-effec¬ 
tive manner. 

(2) Assure that utilization review agents adhere to reasonable 
standards for conducting utilization review. 

(3) Foster greater coordination and cooperation between 
health care providers and utilization review agents. 

(4) Improve communications and knowledge of benefit plan 
requirements among all parties concerned before expenses are 
incurred. 

(5) Ensure that utilization review agents maintain the confi¬ 
dentiality of medical records in accordance with applicable laws. 

Section 3. As used in this act, the following words and 
phrases shall have the following meanings: 

(1) DEPARTMENT. The Alabama Department of Public 
Health. 

(2) ENROLLEE. An individual who has contracted for or who 
participates in coverage under an insurance policy, a health main¬ 
tenance organization contract, a health service corporation con¬ 
tract, an employee welfare benefit plan, a hospital or medical serv¬ 
ices plan, or any other benefit program providing payment, 
reimbursement, or indemnification for health care costs for the 
individual or the eligible dependents of the individual. 

(3) PROVIDER. A health care provider duly licensed or certi¬ 
fied by the State of Alabama. 

(4) UTILIZATION REVIEW. A system for prospective and 
concurrent review of the necessity and appropriateness in the allo¬ 
cation of health care resources and services given or proposed to be 
given to an individual within this state. The term does not include 
elective requests for clarification of coverage. 

(5) UTILIZATION REVIEW AGENT. Any person or entity, 
including the State of Alabama, performing a utilization review, 
except the following: 

a. An agency of the federal government. 

b. An agent acting on behalf of the federal government, but 
only to the extent that the agent is providing services to the federal 
government. 
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c. The internal quality assurance program of a hospital. 

d. An employee of a utilization review agent. 

e. Health maintenance organizations licensed and regulated 
by the state, but only to the extent of providing a utilization review 
to their own members. 

f. Any entity that has a current accreditation from the 
Utilization Review Accreditation Commission (URAC). However, 
entities with current URAC accreditation shall file a URAC certifi¬ 
cation with the department annually. 

g. An entity performing utilization reviews or bill audits, or 
both, exclusively for workers’ compensation claims pursuant to 
Section 25-5-312, Code of Alabama 1975. If an entity also performs 
services for claims other than workers’ compensation, it shall be 
considered a private review agent subject to this act for those 
claims. 

h. An entity performing utilization reviews or bill auoits, or 
both, exclusively for the medicaid agency. 

i. A person performing utilization reviews or bill audits, or 
both, exclusively for their company’s health plan, independent of a 
utilization review company. 

j. An insurance company licensed by the State of Alabama 
performing utilization reviews or bill audits, or both, exclusively 
for their company’s health plan, independent of a utilization 
review company. 

k. The Peer Review Committee of the Alabama State 
Chiropractic Association. 

Section 4. (a) Utilization review agents shall adhere to the 

minimum standards set forth in Section 5. 

(b) On or after July 1, 1994, a utilization review agent shall 
not conduct a utilization review in this state unless the agent has 
certified to the department in writing that the agent is in compli¬ 
ance with Section 5. Certification shall be made annually on or 
before July 1 of each calendar year. In addition, a utilization 
review agent shall file the following information: 

(1) The name, address, telephone number, and normal busi¬ 
ness hours of the utilization review agent. 

(2) The name and telephone number of a person for the 
department to contact. 

(3) A description of the appeal procedures for utilization 
review determinations. 
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(c) Any material changes in the information filed in accor¬ 
dance with this section shall be filed with the State Health Officer 
within 30 days of the change. 

(d) Unless exempted pursuant to paragraph f. of subdivision 
(5) of this section, each utilization review agent, upon filing the 
certification, shall pay an annual fee in the amount of one thou¬ 
sand dollars ($1,000) to the department. All fees paid pursuant to 
this subdivision shall be held by the department as expendable 
receipts for the purpose of administering this act. 

(e) The department may adopt rules pursuant to the 
Administrative Procedure Act necessary to implement this act. 

Section 5. (a) Except as provided in subsection (b), all utiliza¬ 

tion review agents shall meet the following minimum standards: 

(1) Notification of a determination by the utilization review 
agent shall be mailed or otherwise communicated to the provider 
of record or the enrollee or other appropriate individual within two 
business days of the receipt of the request for determination and 
the receipt of all information necessary to complete the review. 

(2) Any determination by a utilization review agent as to the 
necessity or appropriateness of an admission, service, or procedure 
shall be reviewed by a physician or determined in accordance with 
standards or guidelines approved by a physician. 

(3) Any notification of determination not to certify an admis¬ 
sion, service, or procedure shall include the principal reason for 
the determination and the procedures to initiate an appeal of the 
determination. 

(4) Utilization review agents shall maintain and make avail¬ 
able a written description of the appeal procedure by which the 
enrollee or the provider of record may seek review of a determina¬ 
tion by the utilization review agent. The appeal procedure shall 
provide for the following: 

a. On appeal, all determinations not to certify an admission, 
service, or procedure as being necessary or appropriate shall be 
made by a physician in the same or a similar general specialty as 
typically manages the medical condition, procedure, or treatment 
under discussion as mutually deemed appropriate. A chiropractor 
must review all cases in which the utilization review organization 
has concluded that a determination not to certify a chiropractic 
service or procedure is appropriate and an appeal has been made 
by the attending chiropractor, enrollee, or designee. 

b. Utilization review agents shall complete the adjudication of 
appeals of determinations not to certify admissions, services, and 
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procedures no later than 30 days from the date the appeal is filed 
and the receipt of all information necessary to complete the appeal. 

c. When an initial determination not to certify a health care serv¬ 
ice is made prior to or during an ongoing service requiring review, and 
the attending physician believes that the determination warrants 
immediate appeal, the attending physician shall have an opportunity 
to appeal that determination over the telephone on an expedited 
basis. A representative of a hospital or other health care provider or a 
representative of the enrollee or covered patient may assist in an 
appeal. Utilization review agents shall complete the adjudication on 
an expedited basis. Utilization review agents shall complete the adju¬ 
dication of expedited appeals within 48 hours of the date the appeal is 
filed and the receipt of all information necessary to complete the 
appeal. Expedited appeals that do not resolve a difference of opinion 
may be resubmitted through the standard appeal process. 

(5) Utilization review agents shall make staff available by toll- 
free telephone at least 40 hours per week during normal business 
hours. 

(6) Utilization review agents shall have a telephone system 
capable of accepting or recording incoming telephone calls during 
other than normal business hours and shall respond to these calls 
within two working days. 

(7) Utilization review agents shall comply with all applicable 
laws to protect the confidentiality of individual medical records. 

(8) Physicians, chiropractors, or psychologists making utiliza¬ 
tion review determinations shall have current licenses from a state 
licensing agency in the United States. 

(9) Utilization review agents shall allow a minimum of 24 
hours after an emergency admission, service, or procedure for an 
enrollee or representative of the enrollee to notify the utilization 
review agent and request certification or continuing treatment for 
that condition. 

(b) Any utilization review agent that has received accredita¬ 
tion by the utilization review accreditation commission shall be 
exempt from this section. 

Section 6. (a) Whenever the department has reason to 

believe that a utilization review agent subject to this act has been 
or is engaged in conduct that violates this act, the department 
shall notify the utilization review agent of the alleged violation. 
The agent shall respond to the notice not later than 30 days after 
the notice is made. 

(b) If the department finds that the utilization review agent has 
violated this act, or that the alleged violation has not been corrected, 
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the department may conduct a contested case hearing on the alleged 
violation in accordance with the Administrative Procedure Act. 

(c) If, after the hearing, the department determines that the 
utilization review agent has engaged in a violation, the department 
shall reduce the findings to writing and shall issue and cause to be 
served upon the agent a copy of the findings and an order requiring 
the agent to cease and desist from engaging in the violation. 

(d) The department may also exercise either or both of the fol¬ 
lowing disciplinary powers: 

(1) Impose an administrative fine of not more than five thou¬ 
sand dollars ($5,000) for a violation that occurred with such fre¬ 
quency as to indicate a general business pattern or practice. 

(2) Suspend or revoke the certification of a utilization review 
agent if the agent knew the act was in violation of this act and 
repeated the act with such frequency as to indicate a general busi¬ 
ness pattern or practice. 

Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Act No. 94-787 S. 75 - Senator 

AN ACT 

To provide for the establishment of disciplinary school programs in 
school system of each county for disruptive students who interfere with 
ing environment in regular school. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . (a) The Legislature finds and determines that 

there is a compelling need for disciplinary school programs to 
ensure school environments for all students that are conducive to 
learning. The Legislature finds the need to establish within each 
county in Alabama at least one disciplinary school program for stu¬ 
dents who, through the violation of state or local board of education 
policy, interfere with the learning environment of other students. 

(b) For purposes of this section a disciplinary school program 
shall be defined as a school or classroom apart from the regular 
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school program where students are assigned for an extended 
period of time, such as six weeks, a semester, or one year. The 
intent of the Legislature is the provision of a disciplinary learning 
environment, separated from the regular school program, for those 
students who consistently exhibit behaviors or patterns of behav¬ 
ior that interfere with the learning environment of other students. 
Any such disciplinary school program may not deprive students 
placed therein of their full right to an equal and adequate educa¬ 
tion as otherwise provided by law. 

(c) The State Board of Education shall establish a disciplinary 
school program and guidelines for the development, implementa¬ 
tion, and maintenance of the program. Each local board of educa¬ 
tion shall establish criteria to determine whether a student should 
be placed in a disciplinary school program and shall establish a 
legal process providing for notice and due process hearings prior to 
such placement. The criteria shall identify those students who con¬ 
sistently exhibit behaviors or patterns of behavior that interfere 
with the learning environment of other students. The local board, 
after conducting a due process hearing, shall place a student satis¬ 
fying this criteria in a disciplinary school program. The student 
shall remain in the disciplinary school until the local superinten¬ 
dent of education, upon the recommendation of the principal of the 
disciplinary school program, determines the student will no longer 
interfere with the learning environment of other students. 

(d) Each county board of education, in those counties not hav¬ 
ing any city school systems therein, shall operate and maintain, in 
accordance with subsection (c), at least one disciplinary school pro¬ 
gram for students who, by violation of state or local board policy, 
have disrupted the learning environment of other students in the 
regular school. 

(e) Tn those counties where city school systems have been 
established, the local boards of education shall together designate 
one local board of education to operate and maintain, in accor¬ 
dance with subsection (c), a disciplinary school program. Those 
boards of education not maintaining and operating a disciplinary 
school program may contract with the designated board of educa¬ 
tion for the services of the disciplinary school program as needed. 

(f) Nothing in this act shall be construed to preclude or prohibit 
local boards of education from providing additional alternative pro¬ 
grams for students at risk of school failure; such as in-school sus¬ 
pensions, Saturday school, extended school programs, or tutorial 
programs. 

(g) This act shall not be applicable unless the Legislature pro¬ 
vides specific funding for the programs. 
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Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Act No. 94-788 S. 11 - Senator Owens 

AN ACT 

Relating to insurance; to allow a group of incorporated insurers to be an 
approved reinsurer, with certain exceptions and requirements; to require that the 
reinsurers set up a trust in a form approved by the Commissioner of Insurance and 
make annual reports to the commissioner regarding the balance in the trust; and 
for this purpose to amend Section 27-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 27-5-12, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§27-5-12. 

“(a) An insurer authorized under this title may accept reinsur¬ 
ance only of such risks and retain risk thereon within such limits 
as it is otherwise authorized to insure. 

“(b)(1) An insurer authorized under this title may reinsure all, 
or any part, of any particular risk with any solvent insurer. 

“(2) a. Credit for reinsurance shall be allowed a domestic ced¬ 
ing insurer as either an asset or a deduction from liability on 
account of reinsurance ceded to an assuming insurer which is 
licensed to transact insurance or reinsurance in this state. 

“b. Credit for reinsurance shall be allowed a domestic ceding 
insurer as either an asset or a deduction from liability on account 
of reinsurance ceded to an assuming insurer which is domiciled 
and licensed in or in the case of a U. S. branch of an alien assum¬ 
ing insurer is entered through a state which employs standards 
regarding credit for reinsurance substantially similar to those 
applicable under this statute and such assuming insurer or U. S. 
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branch of an alien assuming insurer: (i) maintains a surplus as 
regards policyholders in an amount not less than twenty million 
dollars ($20,000,000); and (ii) submits to the authority of this state 
to examine its books and records. Provided, however, that the 
requirement of item (i) of this paragraph does not apply to reinsur¬ 
ance ceded and assumed pursuant to pooling arrangements among 
insurers in the same holding company system. 

“c. 1. Credit for reinsurance shall be allowed a domestic ceding 
insurer as either an asset or a deduction from liability on account of 
reinsurance ceded to an assuming insurer which maintains a trust 
fund in a qualified United States financial institution, as defined in 
item (i) of subparagraph 4, for the payment of the valid claims of its 
United States policyholders and ceding insurers, their assigns and 
successors in interest. The assuming insurer shall report annually 
to the commissioner information substantially the same as that 
required to be reported on the NAIC annual statement form by 
licensed insurers to enable the commissioner to determine the suffi¬ 
ciency of the trust fund. In the case of a single assuming insurer, the 
trust shall consist of a trusteed account representing the assuming 
insurer’s liabilities attributable to business written in the United 
States and, in addition, the assuming insurer shall maintain a 
trusteed surplus of not less than twenty million dollars 
($20,000,000). In the case of a group including incorporated and 
individual unincorporated underwriters, the trust shall consist of a 
trusteed account representing the group’s liabilities attributable to 
business written in the United States and, in addition, the group 
shall maintain a trusteed surplus of which one hundred million dol¬ 
lars ($100,000,000) shall be held jointly for the benefit of United 
States ceding insurers reinsured by any member of the group; the 
incorporated members of the group shall not be engaged in any busi¬ 
ness other than underwriting as a member of the group and shall be 
subject to the same level of solvency regulation and control by the 
group’s domiciliary regulator as are the unincorporated members; 
and the group shall make available to the commissioner an annual 
certification by the group’s domiciliary regulator and its indepen¬ 
dent public accountants of the solvency of each underwriter. 

“2. In the case of a group of incorporated insurers under com¬ 
mon administration which complies with the filing requirements 
contained in subparagraph 1, and which has continuously trans¬ 
acted an insurance business outside the United States for at least 
three years; and submits to this state’s authority to examine its 
books and records and bears the expense of the examination, and 
which has aggregate policyholders’ surplus of ten billion dollars 
($10,000,000,000); the trust shall be in an amount equal to the 
group’s several liabilities attributable to business ceded by United 
States ceding insurers to any member of the group; plus the group 
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shall maintain a joint trusteed surplus of which one hundred mil¬ 
lion dollars ($100,000,000) shall be held jointly for the benefit of 
United States ceding insurers of any member of the group as addi¬ 
tional security for any such liabilities, and each member of the 
group shall make available to the commissioner an annual certifi¬ 
cation of the member’s solvency by the member’s domiciliary regu¬ 
lator and its independent public accountant. 

“3. The trust shall be established in a form approved by the 
Commissioner of Insurance. The trust instrument shall provide 
that contested claims shall be valid and enforceable upon the final 
order of any court of competent jurisdiction in the United States. 
The trust shall vest legal title to its assets in the trustees of the 
trust for its United States policyholders and ceding insurers, their 
assigns and successors in interest. The trust and the assuming 
insurer shall be subject to examination as determined by the com¬ 
missioner. The trust described herein must remain in effect for as 
long as the assuming insurer shall have outstanding obligations 
due under the reinsurance agreements subject to the trust. 

“4. No later than February 28 of each year the trustees of the 
trust shall report to the commissioner in writing setting forth the 
balance of the trust and listing the trust’s investments at the pre¬ 
ceding year end and shall certify the date of termination of the 
trust, if so planned, or certify that the trust shall not expire prior 
to the next following December 31. 

“d. Credit for reinsurance shall be allowed a domestic ceding 
insurer as either an asset or a deduction from liability when the 
reinsurance is ceded to an assuming insurer not meeting the 
requirements of paragraphs a, b or c, but only with respect to the 
insurance of risks located in jurisdictions where such reinsurance 
is required by applicable law or regulation of that jurisdiction. 

“e. If the assuming insurer is not licensed to transact insur¬ 
ance in this state, the credit permitted by paragraphs a, b and c of 
subdivision (b)(2) shall not be allowed unless the assuming insurer 
agrees in the reinsurance agreements: 

“1- That in the event of the failure of the assuming insurer to 
perform its obligations under the terms of the reinsurance agree¬ 
ment, the assuming insurer, at the request of the ceding insurer, 
shall submit to the jurisdiction of any court of competent jurisdic¬ 
tion in any state of the United States, will comply with all require¬ 
ments necessary to give such court jurisdiction, and will abide by 
the final decision of such court or of any appellate court in the 
event of an appeal; and 

“2. To designate the commissioner or a designated attorney as 
its true and lawful attorney upon whom may be served any lawful 
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process in any action, suit or proceeding instituted by or on behalf 
of the ceding company. 

“This provision is not intended to conflict with or override the 
obligation of the parties to a reinsurance agreement to arbitrate 
their disputes, if such an obligation is created in the agreement. 

“3. A reduction from liability for the reinsurance ceded by a 
domestic insurer to an assuming insurer not meeting the require¬ 
ments of subdivision 2 of this subsection shall be allowed in an 
amount not exceeding the liabilities carried by the ceding insurer 
and such reduction shall be in the amount of funds held by or on 
behalf of the ceding insurer, including funds held in trust for the 
ceding insurer, under a reinsurance contract with such assuming 
insurer as security for the payment of obligations thereunder, if 
such security is held in the United States subject to withdrawal 
solely by, and under the exclusive control of, the ceding insurer; or, 
in the case of a trust, held in a qualified United States financial 
institution, as defined in subparagraph (4). 

“This security may be in the form of: 

“(i) Cash; 

“(ii) Securities listed by the securities valuation office of the 
National Association of Insurance Commissioners and qualifying 
as admitted assets; 

“(iii) Clean, irrevocable, unconditional letters of credit issued or 
confirmed by a qualified United States financial institution as 
defined in subparagraph (4) no later than December 31, in respect of 
the year for which filing is being made, and in the possession of the 
ceding company on or before the filing date of its annual statement. 

“As used herein, ‘clean’ means that the letter of credit is not 
conditioned on the delivery of any other documents or materials. 
‘Irrevocable’ means that the letter of credit cannot be modified or 
revoked without the consent of the beneficiary, once the benefici¬ 
ary is established. 

“Letters of credit meeting applicable standards of issuer 
acceptability as of the dates of their issuance (or confirmation) 
shall, notwithstanding the issuing (or confirming) institution’s 
subsequent failure to meet applicable standards of issuer accept¬ 
ability, continue to be acceptable as security until their expiration, 
extension, renewal, modification or amendment, whichever first 
occurs. 

“(iv) Any other form of security acceptable to the commissioner. 

“4. (i) For purposes of paragraph c of subdivision (3), a ‘quali¬ 
fied United States financial institution’ means an institution that: 
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“(I) Is organized or (in the case of a U. S. office of a foreign 
banking organization) licensed, under the laws of the United 
States or any state thereof; 

“(II) Is regulated, supervised and examined by U. S. federal or 
state authorities having regulatory authority over banks and trust 
companies; and 

"(III) Has been determined by either the commissioner, or the 
securities valuation office of the National Association of Insurance 
Commissioners, to meet such standards of financial condition and 
standing as are considered necessary and appropriate to regulate 
the quality of financial institutions whose letters of credit will be 
acceptable to the commissioner. 

“(ii) A 'qualified United States financial institution’ means, for 
purposes of those provisions of this law specifying those institu¬ 
tions that are eligible to act as a fiduciary of a trust, an institution 
that: 

“(I) Is organized, or (in the case of a U. S. branch or agency 
office of a foreign banking organization) licensed, under the laws of 
the United States or any state thereof and has been granted 
authority to operate with fiduciary powers; and 

"(II) Is regulated, supervised and examined by federal or state 
authorities having regulatory authority over banks and trust 
companies. 

"5. No credit shall be allowed to any ceding insurer for reinsur¬ 
ance placed with a reinsurer qualified under this section, unless 
the reinsurance is payable by the assuming insurer on the basis of 
the liability of the ceding insurer under the contracts reinsured 
without diminution because of the insolvency of the ceding insurer. 

"(c) Upon request of the commissioner, an insurer shall 
promptly inform the commissioner in writing of the cancellation or 
any other material change of any of its reinsurance treaties or 
arrangements. 

"(d) This section shall not apply to wet marine and transporta¬ 
tion insurance. 

"(e) The commissioner may adopt rules and regulations imple¬ 
menting the provisions of this section.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Relating to surplus lines insurance; to provide for the regulation of surplus 
lines insurance transactions with insurers who are not licensed to do business in 
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this state by increasing the bond requirements of surplus lines brokers and by 
increasing the minimum financial condition of eligible surplus lines insurers; and 
to amend Sections 27-10-24 and 27-10-26, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Legislature declares that the purpose of this 
act is to provide for an effective and efficient system for the 
Commissioner of Insurance to regulate insurance transactions 
with nonadmitted insurers. The Legislature finds that insurance 
transactions are so affected with a public interest as to require 
regulation, taxation, supervision, and control under the 
Commissioner of Insurance. This act will increase the protection to 
insureds and claimants of this state in transactions involving the 
purchase of insurance from insurers not authorized to transact 
business in this state, and will protect revenues of this state. 

Section 2. Sections 27-10-24 and 27-10-26, Code of Alabama 
1975, are amended to read as follows: 

“§27-10-24. 

“Any person, while licensed as a resident agent or broker of 
this state as to property, casualty, and surety insurance and who 
is deemed by the commissioner to have had sufficient experience 
in the insurance business to be competent for the purpose may be 
licensed as a surplus line broker for the types and kinds of insur¬ 
ance that he or she as a resident agent or broker is licensed to 
handle as follows: 

“(1) Application to the commissioner for the license shall be 
made on forms as designated and furnished by the commissioner. 

“(2) License fee in the amount stated in section 27-4-2 shall be 
paid to the commissioner. The license shall expire on the first day 
of January next after its issue. 

“(3) Prior to the issuance of the license, the applicant shall file 
with the commissioner, and thereafter for as long as any license 
remains in effect he or she shall keep in force and unimpaired, a 
bond in favor of the state of Alabama in the penal sum of at least 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,000), aggregate liability, with author¬ 
ized corporate sureties approved by the commissioner. The amount 
of the bond may be increased if deemed necessary by the commis¬ 
sioner, considering the amount of surplus lines tax paid in previ¬ 
ous years. The bond shall be conditioned that the broker will con¬ 
duct business under the license in accordance with the provisions 
of the surplus line insurance law and that he or she will promptly 
remit the taxes as provided by the law. No bond shall be terminat¬ 
ed unless at least 30 days’ prior written notice thereof is given to 
the broker and the commissioner. 
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“§27-10-26. 

“(a) A surplus line broker shall not knowingly place surplus line 
insurance with an insurer that is unsound financially, or that is ineli¬ 
gible under this section. The broker shall ascertain the financial con¬ 
dition of the unauthorized insurer before placing insurance therewith. 

“(b) The broker shall not so insure with any of the following: 

“(1) With any insurer which is not an authorized insurer in at 
least one state of the United States for the kind of insurance 
involved, and with capital or surplus, or both, amounting to at 
least five million dollars ($5,000,000); or guaranteed trust fund 
amounting to at least five million dollars ($5,000,000). 

“(2) With an alien insurer not authorized to transact insur¬ 
ance in at least one state of the United States, unless the insurer 
shall have established an effective trust fund of at least two mil¬ 
lion five hundred thousand dollars ($2,500,000) within the United 
States administered by a recognized financial institution and held 
for the benefit of all its policyholders or policyholders and creditors 
in the United States, and with capital or surplus, or both, amount¬ 
ing to at least fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000). 

“(3) With a foreign or alien insurer which has transacted 
insurance as an authorized insurer in its state or country of domi¬ 
cile for less than five years, unless it is a wholly owned subsidiary 
of an insurer authorized to transact insurance in this state. 

“(4) With an insurer the voting control of which is held in whole 
or substantial part by any government or governmental agency. 

“(5) In any insurer made ineligible as a surplus line insurer by 
order of the commissioner received by or known to the broker. The 
commissioner may issue an order of ineligibility if he or she finds 
that the insurer: 

“a. Does not meet the financial requirements of this section; 

“b. Has without just cause refused to pay valid claims arising 
under its contracts in this state or has otherwise conducted its 
affairs in a manner as to result in injury or loss to the insuring 
public of this state; or 

“c. Has conducted its affairs in a manner as to result in the avoid¬ 
ance of payment of tax as required by sections 27-10-31 and 27-10-35.” 

Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 
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Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Amending Section 28-3A-23, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the issuance of 
certain licenses by the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board, so as to remove 
certain requirements in regard to the issuance of an importer license. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 28-3A-23, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§28-3A-23. 

“(a) No license prescribed in this Code shall be issued or 
renewed until the provisions of this Code have been complied with 
and the filing and license fees other than those levied by a munici¬ 
pality are paid to the board. 

“(b) Licenses shall be granted and issued by the board only to 
reputable individuals, to associations whose members are rep¬ 
utable individuals, or to reputable corporations organized under 
the laws of the state of Alabama or duly qualified thereunder to do 
business in Alabama, or, in the case of manufacturers, duly regis¬ 
tered under the laws of Alabama, and then only when it appears 
that all officers and directors of the corporation are reputable 
individuals. 

“(c) Every license issued under this Code shall be constantly 
and conspicuously displayed on the licensed premises. 

“(d) Each retail liquor license application must be approved by 
the governing authority of the municipality if the retailer is located 
in a municipality, or by the county commission if the retailer is 
located in the county and outside the limits of the municipality 
before the board shall have authority to grant the license. 

“(e) Any retailer may be granted licenses to maintain, operate or 
conduct any number of places for the sale of alcoholic beverages, but 
a separate license must be secured for each place where alcoholic 
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beverages are sold. No retail license issued under this Code shall be 
used for more than one premise, nor for separate types of operation 
on the same premise. Each premise must have a separate retail 
license. Where more than one retail operation is located within the 
same building, each such operation under a separate or different 
ownership is required to obtain a separate retail license; and where 
more than one type of retail operation located within the same build¬ 
ing is operated by the same licensee, such licensee must have a 
license for each type of retail operation. Provided, there shall be no 
licenses issued by the board for the sale of liquor, beer or wine by 
rolling stores.

“(5) With intent to cause serious physical injury to a teacher 
or to an employee of a public educational institution during or as a 
result of the performance of his or her duty, he or she causes phys¬ 
ical injury to any person. 

“(6) For a purpose other than lawful medical or therapeutic 
treatment, he or she intentionally causes stupor, unconsciousness, 
or other physical or mental impairment or injury to another per¬ 
son by administering to him or her, without his or her consent, a 
drug, substance or preparation capable of producing the intended 
harm. 

“(b) Assault in the second degree is a Class C felony.”

pipeline; now therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That in tribute to his 
courageous and self-sacrificing actions, which prevented an extra¬ 
ordinary tragedy, we hereby most highly commend Captain Marty 
Stapleton, whom we hold in highest personal regard and for whom 
a copy of this resolution shall be provided.

only authorized to represent and address support issues. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Any district attorney or attorney approved or 
appointed by the Attorney General initiating legal proceedings at 
the request of the Department of Human Resources to establish or 
enforce child support, spousal support, medical support, and/or 
any other support services pursuant to the provisions of Title IV-D 
of the Social Security Act and the laws of this state shall represent 
the State of Alabama, Department of Human Resources, exclu¬ 
sively in said proceedings. No attorney-client relationship shall 
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exist between the IV-D attorney and any applicant or recipient of 
the agency’s support enforcement services, without regard to the 
style of the case in which legal proceedings are initiated. Said 
attorney representing the state in a IV-D case is only authorized to 
appear and prosecute and/or defend issues of support and cannot 
in a IV-D case address or provide representation to the IV-D client 
on any other or ancillary issues raised or presented in that action. 
The provisions of this section shall apply to any attorney author¬ 
ized to represent the State of Alabama and providing support 
enforcement services to the Department of Human Resources, and 
shall be applicable in any action brought by the department pur¬ 
suant to Title IV-D of the Social Security Act and the laws of this 
state. The Department of Human Resources shall advise all appli¬

Section 1 . Section 41-16-57 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§41-16-57. 

“(a) When purchases are required to be made through compet¬ 
itive bidding, awards shall be made to the lowest responsible bid¬ 
der taking into consideration the qualities of the commodities pro¬ 
posed to be supplied, their conformity with specifications, the

purposes for which required, the terms of delivery, transportation 
charges, and the dates of delivery. 

tt (b) The awarding authority in the purchase of or contract for 
personal property or contractual services shall give preference, pro¬ 
vided there is no sacrifice or loss in price or quality, to commodities 
produced in Alabama or sold by Alabama persons, firms, or corpo¬ 
rations. Notwithstanding the foregoing, no county official, county 
commission, school board, city council or city councilmen, or other 
public official, state board, or state agency charged with the letting 
of contracts or purchase of materials for the construction, modifica¬ 
tion, alteration, or repair of any publicly owned facility may specify 
the use of materials or systems by a sole source, unless: 

“(1) The governmental body can document to the satisfaction 
of the State of Alabama Building Commission that the ‘sole source’ 
product or service is of an ‘indispensable’ nature, all other viable 
alternatives have been explored, and it has been determined that 
only this product or service will fulfill the function for which the 
product is needed. Frivolous features will not be considered. 

“(2) The sole source specification has been recommended by 
the architect or engineer of record and who also documents that 
there is no other product available and that the use of the require¬ 
ment is of an indispensable nature and why. 

“(3) All information substantiating the use of a sole source spec¬ 
ification is documented in writing and is filed into the project file. 

“(c) The awarding authority or requisitioning agency may 
reject any bid if the price is deemed excessive or quality of product 
inferior. 

“(d) Each record, with the successful bid indicated thereon, 
and with the reasons for the award if not awarded to the lowest 
bidder, shall, after award of the order or contract, be open to public 
inspection. 

“(e) Contracts for the purchase of personal property or con¬ 
tractual services shall be let for periods not greater than three 
years. ‘Lease-purchase’ contracts for capital improvements and 
repairs to real property shall be let for periods not greater than 10 
years and all other lease-purchase contracts shall be let for periods 
not greater than 10 years.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

To clarify the right of an attorney in fact or agent to make a gift under a power 
of attorney. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. If any power of attorney or other writing either 
authorizes an attorney in fact or other agent to do, execute, or perform 
any act that the principal might or could do, or evidences the princi¬ 
pal’s intent to give the attorney in fact or agent f ull power to handle 
the principal’s affairs or deal with the principal’s property, the attor¬ 
ney in fact or agent shall have the power and authority to make gifts 
of any of the principal’s property to any individuals, including the 
attorney in fact or agent, within the limits of the annual exclusion as 
provided by Section 2503(b) of Title 26 of the United States Code, and 
taking into account the availability of Section 2513 of Title 26 of the 
United States Code, as the same may from time to time be amended, 
or to organizations described in Sections 170(c) and 2522(a) of Title 26 
of the United States Code, or corresponding future provisions of fed¬ 
eral tax law, or both, as the attorney in fact or agent shall determine: 
(1) to be in the principal’s best interest; (2) to be in the best interest of 
the principal’s estate; or (3) that will reduce the estate tax payable on 
the principal’s death; and is in accordance with the principal’s per¬ 
sonal history of making or joining in the making of lifetime gifts. 

Section 2. Section 1 shall not in any way impair the right or 
power of any principal, by express words in the power of attorney or 
other writing, to further authorize, expand, or limit the authority of any 
attorney in fact or other agent to make gifts of the principal’s property. 

Section 3. This act is declaratory of Section 26-1-2, Code of 
Alabama 1975, and shall not be construed to nullify any actions 
taken by any attorney in fact prior to the effective date of this act.

AN ACT 

Relative to Forensic Sciences, to authorize the Director of the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Sciences to establish DNA Database systems based on 
genetic markers, to state legislative findings and policy, to define terms, to author¬ 
ize collection, testing and storing of certain DNA samples and to authorize the cre¬ 
ation, maintenance and exchange of DNA records and to allow the analysis, typing 
and recording of genetic markers as the same may pertain to the identification or 
exclusion of criminal suspects, to require DNA testing be conducted in a manner 
compatible with procedures specified by the FBI, to authorize the Director of 
Forensic Sciences to create and establish a DNA database of persons convicted of 
sex related crimes, other violent crimes and from crime scenes and to support iden¬ 
tification research, DNA quality control standards and to assist in the recovery or 
identification of human remains from mass disasters or other humanitarian pur¬ 
poses and to require the inclusion of DNA records of persons convicted of felony 
offenses and particularly any offense contained in Chapter 6, Title 13A, Code of 
Alabama 1975, to authorize rules and regulations on procedures for submission of 
DNA samples and to require that DNA samples be collected in a medically 
approved manner, to provide for expungment of DNA records upon reversal of con¬ 
viction, to limit disclosure of DNA records containing personal identifying informa¬ 
tion except to law enforcement, in judicial proceedings and to a defendant, to pro¬ 
vide penalties for the unauthorized release of DNA records, to provide penalties for 
falsification of DNA records, to provide for admissibility of expert testimony or evi¬ 
dence as per a decision of the United States Supreme Court, to authorize the cre¬ 
ation of a DNA Population Statistical Database with certain privacy restrictions, to 
create a special fund in the State Treasury and to authorize a special custodial 
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DNA account, to allow the acceptance and utilization of grants or other funds, to 
prohibit improper influence and conflict of interest and to provide penalties for vio¬ 
lation, to provide additional powers to conduct business, to limit civil liability, to 
require necessary legal assistance by the Attorney General, to provide for severabil¬ 
ity, to declare this act shall be broadly construed, to repealed conflicting laws and 
to provide for an effective date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Legislature hereby finds, determines and 
declares: 


(a) That the tragic incidence of violent crime in our society is 
growing at an alarming rate, and that these offenses often times 
are committed by repeat or habitual offenders against our most 
innocent and defenseless citizens. 


(b) That there is a critical and urgent need to provide law 
enforcement officers and agencies with the latest scientific technol¬ 
ogy available for the purpose of identifying, apprehending, arrest¬ 
ing, and convicting those violent offenders. 

(c) That DNA testing, profiling, and analysis allows a more 
certain and rapid identification of such offenders as well as the 
exoneration of those wrongfully suspected or accused. 

(d) That genetic identification technology through DNA test¬ 
ing is generally accepted by the relevant scientific community. 

(e) That the procedures and techniques employing the under¬ 
lying theory of DNA identification is capable of producing reliable 
results and are generally accepted in the relevant scientific 
community. 


(f) That genetic identification established through DNA test¬ 
ing and analysis should be admissable as a matter of evidence in 
all courts of this state and that juries, both civil and criminal, 


should be responsible for assessing the weight, if any, to be given 
to expert testimony or evidence. 


(g) That the creation and establishment of a statewide DNA 
database is the most reasonable and certain method or means to 
rapidly identify repeat or habitually dangerous criminals. 

(h) That the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences should 
be authorized and empowered to analyze, type and record any and 
all genetic markers contained in or derived from DNA and to cre¬ 
ate a statewide DNA database system for collection, storage and 
maintenance of genetic identification information as the same may 
pertain to the identification of criminal suspects. 


(i) That because of the nature of genetic identification certain 
occasions may arise when genetic information may serve an array 
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of humanitarian purposes, including, but not limited to, the identi¬ 
fication of human remains from natural or mass disasters or the 
identification of missing, deceased or unidentified persons. 

(j) That through the development of a population statistical 
database which does not include therein individual personal iden¬ 
tification information an important research mechanism is 
obtained for the causation, detection and prevention of disease. 

(k) That genetic identification is a rapidly expanding technol¬ 
ogy and the Director of the Alabama Department of Forensic 
Sciences should be authorized and empowered to adopt reasonable 
rules and regulations to support identification research and the 
development of standard protocols for forensic DNA analysis or 
tests and DNA quality control. 

(l) That such needs are and ought to be intimately affected 
with the public interest. 

The provisions of this act are to be liberally construed so as to 
accomplish these purposes and to promote the same which are 
hereby declared to be the public policy of this state. 

Section 2. As used in this act, the following words, phrases 
or terms shall have the following meanings, respectively unless 
the context thereof clearly indicates otherwise: 

(a) Director. Shall mean the Director of the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Sciences. 

(b) Person. A human being, and where appropriate, a public or 
private corporation, an unincorporated association, a partnership, 
a government or a governmental instrumentality. 

(c) DNA. Deoxyribonucleic acid. 

(d) DNA Sample. Any biological sample containing DNA. 

(e) DNA Record. An objective form of scientific analysis or 
tests which contain genetic identification characteristics of DNA 
samples. 

(f) DNA population frequency. The frequency of occurrence of 
a particular DNA trait or fragment in a particular population. 

(g) DNA Database. That system established by the Director of 
the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences for the purposes of 
collecting, storing and maintaining DNA records. 

(h) DNA population statistical database: That system estab¬ 
lished by the Director of the Alabama Department of Forensic 
Sciences for collecting, storing, and maintaining genetic informa¬ 
tion relating to DNA population frequencies. 
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(i) FBI. The Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

(j) CODIS. The National DNA Identification Index System 
established by the FBI. 

(k) Incarceration Facility. Any place of lawful involuntary con¬ 
finement, partial or total, limited or unlimited, for criminals con¬ 
victed pursuant to Alabama law, including but not limited to: 

1. Prisons, jails or similar facilities. 

2. Work release centers, or similar facilities. 

3. Farms, ranches, half-way houses or similar facilities. 

4. Drug or alcohol abuse treatment facilities. 

5. Mental hospitals or other mental health facilities. 

6. Parole or probation facilities or similar facilities. 

(l) Custodian. Any person who supervises, directs, or controls, 
by duty, assignment, appointment, or election any incarceration 
facility, including but not limited to: 

1. The Commissioner of the Alabama Department of 
Corrections. 

2. Any warden or similar officer employed by the State of 
Alabama or any county or municipality thereof. 

3. Any Director, supervisor, or similar officer of any work 
release center, ranch, farm, halfway house or similar facility oper¬ 
ated, in whole or in part, or funded, in whole or in part, from state, 
county, or municipal funds. 

4. Any director, supervisor, or similar officer of any drug or 
alcohol abuse treatment center or similar facility receiving crimi¬ 
nals convicted or sentenced thereto pursuant to Alabama law. 

5. Sheriffs. 

6. Chiefs of Police. 

7. Probation and parole officers. 

Section 3. The Director is hereby authorized and empow¬ 
ered to: 

(1) Collect, accept, analyze, test and store DNA samples. 

(2) Create, maintain or exchange DNA records. 

(3) Analyze, type and record any and all genetic markers con¬ 
tained in or derived from DNA and to provide for the collection, 
storage and maintenance of genetic identification information as 
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the same may pertain to the identification or exclusion of criminal 
suspects. 

Section 4. The Director shall ensure that forensic DNA test¬ 
ing conducted pursuant to the provisions of this act shall be con¬ 
ducted in a manner that is compatible with procedures specified by 
the FBI. 

Section 5. The Director is hereby authorized and empow¬ 
ered to create and establish a DNA Database for the purposes of: 

(a) Assisting federal, state, county, municipal, or local crimi¬ 
nal justice and law enforcement officers or agencies in the putative 
identification, detection, or exclusion of persons who are the sub¬ 
jects of investigations or prosecutions of sex related crimes, other 
violent crimes or other crimes in which biological evidence is 
received or recovered. 

(b) Supporting identification research and protocol develop¬ 
ment of DNA forensic methods. 

(c) Creating and maintaining DNA quality control standards. 

(d) Assisting in the recovery or identification of human 
remains from natural or mass disasters. 

(e) Assisting in other humanitarian purposes including the 
identification of missing, deceased or unidentified persons. 

The DNA database shall contain DNA records which the 
Director shall deem necessary for the implementation of this act, 
and also shall contain DNA records of: 

(a) Persons convicted after the effective date of this act for a 
felony offense. 

(b) Persons confined as of the effective date of this act under a 
sentence of imprisonment or involuntary incarceration or confine¬ 
ment in a prison, jail, or other incarceration facility as a result of 
any felony conviction. 

(c) Persons convicted after the effective date of this act of any 
offense contained in Chapter 6, Title 13A, Code of Alabama 1975, 
or as the same may be hereafter amended. 

(d) Persons convicted after the effective date of this act of any 
attempt, solicitation, or conspiracy to commit any offense con¬ 
tained in Chapter 6, Title 13A, Code of Alabama 1975, or as the 
same may be hereafter amended. 

(e) Persons convicted or sentenced after the effective date of 
this act for any of the offenses enumerated above and serving a 
sentence of probation, suspended sentence, or other sentence or 
judgment not requiring immediate incarceration. 
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Section 6. (a) All persons convicted of a criminal offense as set 
out in Section 5 of this act shall, when requested by the Director sub¬ 
mit to the taking of a DNA sample or samples as may be specified by 
the Director, provided, however, the Director shall promulgate such 
rules and regulations as may be necessary for the purposes of ensur¬ 
ing that DNA samples are collected in a medically approved manner. 

(b) As of the effective date of this act all persons serving any 
sentence of probation for any of the offenses set out in Section 5 of 
this act shall, when requested by the Director, submit to the tak¬ 
ing of a DNA sample or samples as specified by the Director. Upon 
the refusal of any such person to so submit the sentencing court 
shall order such submission as a mandatory condition of probation. 

(c) As of the effective date of this act all persons convicted of 
any of the offenses set out in Section 5 of this act shall be ordered to 
submit to the taking of a DNA sample or samples as specified by 
the Director as a mandatory condition of any term of probation or 
suspended sentence which may be imposed by the sentencing court. 

(d) As of the effective date of this act, all persons convicted for 
any offense set out in Section 5 of this act and under any sentence 
of confinement to any incarceration facility, shall, when requested 
by the Director, submit to the taking of a DNA sample or samples 
as specified by the Director. Upon the refusal of any such person to 
so submit, the custodian of the incarceration facility shall require 
such submission as a mandatory condition of any temporary, par¬ 
tial or limited release, including, but not limited to, work release, 
furlough, or other incentive release. 

(e) As of the effective date of this act, all persons convicted of 
any of the offenses set out in Section 5 of this act, shall be ordered 
by the sentencing court to submit to the taking of a DNA sample 
or samples as may be specified by the Director as part of the sen¬ 
tence to be imposed. 

(f) As of the effective date of this act, all persons convicted for 
any offense set out in Section 5 of this act who may be eligible for 
consideration by the Alabama Board of Pardons and Paroles for 
either a pardon or parole shall be ordered by the Alabama Board of 
Pardons and Paroles to submit to the taking of a DNA sample or 
samples as may be specified by the Director, as a mandatory condi¬ 
tion of the pardon or parole. 

Section 7. Upon the reversal of conviction, the Director shall 
be authorized and empowered to expunge DNA records upon 
request of the person from whom the sample was taken. 

Section 8. DNA records collected and maintained for the 
purpose of the identification of criminal suspects or offenders shall 
be disclosed only: 
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(a) To criminal justice agencies for law enforcement identifica¬ 
tion purposes. 

(b) Injudicial proceedings, if otherwise admissible. 

(c) For criminal defense purposes, to a defendant, who shall 
have access to samples and analyses performed in connection with 
the case in which such defendant is charged. 

Section 9. (a) A person who by virtue of employment or offi¬ 

cial position has possession of, or access to, individually identifi¬ 
able DNA information indexed or otherwise contained in the DNA 
database system of the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences 
and who knowingly and willfully discloses such information in any 
manner to any person or agency not entitled to receive it shall be 
guilty of a Class C felony. 

(b) A person who without authorization knowingly and will¬ 
fully obtains DNA samples or any individual identifiable DNA 
information indexed or contained in the DNA database system of 
the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences shall be guilty of a 
Class C felony. 

(c) A person who shall conspire to commit a violation of 
Section 9(a) or 9(b) of this act shall be guilty of a Class C felony. 

Section 10. A person who shall knowingly make any false 
entry or falsely alter any record of the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences; or who shall intentionally destroy, mutilate, 
conceal, remove or otherwise impair the verity or availability of 
records of the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences with the 
knowledge of a lack of authority to do so; or who shall possess a 
record of the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences and refuse 
to deliver up such record upon proper request of a person lawfully 
entitled to receive the same shall be guilty of a Class B felony. 

Section 11 . Expert testimony or evidence relating to the use 
of genetic markers contained in or derived from DNA for identifi¬ 
cation purposes shall be admissible and accepted as evidence in all 
cases arising in all courts of this state, provided, however, the trial 
court shall be satisfied that the expert testimony or evidence 
meets the criteria for admissibility as set forth by the United 
States Supreme Court in Daubert, et. ux., et. al., v. Merrell Dow 
Pharmaceuticals, Inc., decided on June 28, 1993. 

Section 12. The Director is hereby authorized and empowered 
to create and establish a DNA population statistical database which 
shall not include therein individually identifiable information. 

(b) The DNA population statistical database may be utilized 
for the following purposes: 
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1. To provide data relative to the causation, detection and pre¬ 
vention of disease or disability. 

2. To support identification research and protocol development 
of DNA forensic methods, or to create and maintain DNA quality 
control standards. 

3. To assist in other humanitarian endeavors including, but not 
limited to, educational research or medical research or development. 

Section 13. (a) There is hereby established a special fund to 

be known as the Alabama DNA database fund. 

(b) The fund shall be placed under the management or admin¬ 
istration of the Director of the Alabama Department of Forensic 
Sciences for the exclusive purposes of implementing the provisions 
of this act. 

(c) The fund shall consist of all moneys received by the 
Director pursuant to the provisions of this section. 

(d) The Director shall have control of those funds as shall not 
be inconsistent with the provisions of this act and with the laws of 
the State of Alabama. 

(e) Monies deposited in the Alabama DNA database fund may 
be expended by the Director of the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences in accordance with the provisions of this act. The 
investment of monies in the fund by the state Treasurer shall 
remain in the Alabama DNA database fund. At the end of each fis¬ 
cal year any unexpended or unencumbered monies shall remain in 
the fund. However, no funds shall be withdrawn or expended 
except as budgeted and allotted according to law and only in the 
amounts authorized by the Legislature in the general appropria¬ 
tion bill or other appropriation bills. 

There is hereby appropriated the sum of $500,000 from the 
Alabama DNA database fund to the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1994 
and $2,000,000 from the Alabama DNA database fund to the 
Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences for the fiscal year end¬ 
ing September 30, 1995.” 

(f) Neither the Director nor any member of the Director’s staff 
nor any employee of the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences 
shall have any financial interest in any such investments or 
receive any reward, thing of value, or commission in respect 
thereto. 

(g) It shall be the duty of the Director to keep detailed perma¬ 
nent records of all expenditures and disbursements from such fund 
or account. 
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(h) In all municipal, district and circuit court cases, both crim¬ 
inal and civil, in bond forfeiture proceedings, upon initiation of 
attachment, garnishment or execution proceedings and upon the 
issuance of any alias or capias warrant of arrest, a fee in the 
amount of $2.00 shall be assessed and collected. The fee shall be 
collected by the court clerk and remitted to the Alabama DNA 
Database Fund. Provided, however, that there shall be no addi¬ 
tional fees imposed for violations relating to parking tickets or 
small claims cases. 

The amount of the fees shall be remitted by the person or 
authority collecting the same to the Director on the 10th day of 
each month next succeeding that in which the fee is paid. It shall 
be the duty of the clerk or other authority collecting those court 
fees to keep accurate records of the amounts due the Director for 
the benefit of the fund established under this section. 

Section 14. The increase in fees provided in this act shall in 
no instance operate to increase the municipal share of the docket 
fees collected in municipal ordinance cases in the district and cir¬ 
cuit courts or any cost imposed by local act, any provision of the 
law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Section 15. (a) For the purposes of performing any of the 

functions, duties, or responsibilities of the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences or for the purposes of implementing any provi¬ 
sion of this act or to defray the costs thereof, the Director may 
receive, accept, expend, or utilize any and all money or property of 
whatever nature, kind or description which may now or hereafter 
be available for such purposes. 

(b) For the purposes of implementing any of the provisions of 
this act, or to defray the costs thereof, the Director may award loans 
or grants of money, equipment or personnel to public or private non¬ 
profit corporations, associations, agencies of the State of Alabama or 
any political subdivision thereof, or to state, county, or municipal 
law enforcement or prosecutorial or judicial agencies upon such 
terms and conditions as the Director may deem necessary. 

(c) The Director may enter into agreements with the United 
States of America, the State of Alabama, any municipality, or any 
of the respective agencies, institutions, departments, authorities, 
agents or employees of the above in order to implement the provi¬ 
sions of this act or to defray the costs thereof. 

(d) The Director may enter into contracts with private persons 
in order to implement any provision of this act or to defray the 
costs thereof, provided however, any such agreement or contract 
shall be approved by the Governor or the Attorney General of the 
State of Alabama. 
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(e) The Director may receive, accept, utilize, expend, and 
administer any grants, gifts, donations, reimbursements, or fees 
from any public, quasi-public, or private source. 

Section 16. (a) Any person who confers, offers, or agrees to 

confer anything of value upon any Director, agent, or employee of 
the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences with the intent that 
such Director’s, agent’s, or employee’s vote, opinion, judgment, or 
exercise of discretion or other official action will thereby be influ¬ 
enced, shall be guilty of a Class B felony. 

(b) Any Director, agent, or employee of the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Sciences who shall solicit, accept, or agree 
to accept anything of value upon any agreement or understanding 
that such Director’s, agent’s, or employee’s vote, opinion, judg¬ 
ment, or exercise of discretion or other action as such Director, 
agent, or employee will thereby be influenced, shall be guilty of a 
Class B felony. 

(c) A Director, agent, or employee of the Alabama Department 
of Forensic Sciences commits the crime of failing to disclose a con¬ 
flict of interest if the Director, agent, or employee exercises any dis¬ 
cretionary function in connection with any contract, purchase, pay¬ 
ment, or other pecuniary transaction pertaining to the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Sciences without advance public disclosure 
of a known potential conflicting interest in the transaction. 

(1) A “potential conflicting interest” exists, but is not limited 
to: 

A. When a Director, agent, or employee of the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Sciences is a Director, president, general 
manager, or similar executive officer, agent or employee of any 
non-governmental entity participating in such transaction. 

B. When a Director, agent, or employee of the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Sciences owns directly or indirectly a sub¬ 
stantial portion of any non-governmental entity participating in 
that transaction. 

C. When a Director, agent or employee of the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Sciences endeavors to obtain directly or 
indirectly any pecuniary or other financial interest in, or as a 
result of, the pecuniary transaction. 

2. Public disclosure shall mean a public announcement and 
written notification to the Attorney General of the State of 
Alabama. 

3. Failing to disclose a conflict of interest shall be a Class C 
felony. 
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Section 17. For the purposes of implementing the provisions 
of this act or to defray the costs thereof, the Director of the 
Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences shall have all the pow¬ 
ers and privileges of a corporation and all of his or her business 
shall be transacted in the name of the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences. In addition to any other powers and duties spec¬ 
ified elsewhere in this article, the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences shall have power to: 

(a) Regulate its own procedures except as otherwise provided 
in this act. 

(b) Define any term not defined in this section. 

(c) Prescribe forms necessary to carry out the purposes of this 
act. 


(d) Take judicial notice of general, technical and scientific 
facts within the Director’s specialized knowledge. 

(e) Collect all moneys provided by this act to be collected by 
the Director. 

(f) Provide for and maintain all necessary administrative facil¬ 
ities, personnel, equipment, supplies, materials and other items 
which the Director deems necessary for the proper dispatch of his 
or her duties, responsibilities, or functions pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of this act. 

(g) Provide for payment of all administrative salaries, fees and 
expenses. 

(h) Cause moneys to be invested and investments sold or 
exchanged and the proceeds and income collected. 

(i) Adopt such rules and regulations as may be necessary or 
desirable to expedite the administration of the affairs of the 
Department of Forensic Sciences not inconsistent with the provi¬ 
sions of this act. 

(j) Provide descriptive literature respecting the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Sciences and its duties. 

(k) Employ such specified or technical personnel as shall be 
necessary or desirable to enable the Director to carry on his or her 
functions in a proper and sound manner. 

(l) Receive by gift, grant, devise or bequest any moneys or 
properties of any nature or description. 

(m) Accept and administer loans, grants and donations from 
the Federal government, its agencies, and all other sources, public 
and private. 
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(n) Collect, develop and maintain statistical information, 
records and reports as the Director may determine relevant or nec¬ 
essary to carry out the powers, duties, or functions of the Director 
pursuant to the provisions of this act. All agencies and institutions 
of this state, the political subdivisions thereof as well as agencies 
or institutions of municipalities shall, upon written request by the 
Director furnish to the Director such statistical information or 
data as the Director shall deem necessary to fulfill his or her 
duties and responsibilities under the provisions of this act. 

(o) Carry out any powers expressly granted elsewhere in this 
act to the Director; and 

(p) All other powers necessary for the proper administration of 
the provisions of this act. 

Section 18. (a) Neither the Director of the Alabama 

Department of Forensic Sciences nor any person designated by the 
Director for the purposes of taking, collecting, storing, analyzing or 
testing DNA samples shall incur any civil liability when such tak¬ 
ing, collecting, storing, analyzing or testing is performed according 
to rules or regulations promulgated or adopted by the Director, 
and 


(b) The alleged damage or injury was not caused by willful or 
wanton conduct by the Director or the Director’s designated 
person. 

Section 19. The attorney general shall represent the 
Director in all litigation to which the Director is a party or in 
which the Director has an interest and on all legal matters neces¬ 
sary for the orderly and reasonable implementation and adminis¬ 
tration of this act. 

Section 20. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 21. This act shall be broadly construed and, if nec¬ 
essary, reconstrued to make its provisions constitutional. 

Section 22. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 23. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to insurance coverage for certain drugs recognized for the treatment 
of life-threatening illnesses, such as cancer, AIDS, and coronary heart disease. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Legislature finds and declares the following: 

(1) The citizens of this state rely upon health insurance to cover the 
cost of obtaining health care and it is essential that the citizens’ expecta¬ 
tion that their health care costs will be paid by their insurance policies is 
not disappointed and that they obtain the coverage necessary and appro¬ 
priate for their care within the terms of their insurance policies. 

(2) Some insurers deny payment for drugs that have been 
approved by the Federal Food and Drug Administration, hereafter 
referred to as FDA, when the drugs are used for indications other than 
those stated in the labelling approved by the FDA, off-label use, while 
other insurers with similar coverage terms do pay for off-label use. 

(3) Denial of payment for off-label use can interrupt or effec¬ 
tively deny access to necessary and appropriate treatment for a 
person being treated for a life-threatening illness. 

(4) Equity among employers who obtain insurance coverage 
for their employees and fair competition among insurance compa¬ 
nies require that insurance companies assure citizens reimburse¬ 
ment for drugs in the same way and in the way citizens expect. 

(5) Off-label use of an FDA-approved drug is legal when pre¬ 
scribed in a medically appropriate manner and is often necessary 
to provide needed care. Approximately 50% of cancer drug treat¬ 
ment is for off-label indications. The FDA and the Federal 
Department of Health and Human Services recognize the wide 
variety of effective uses of FDA-approved drugs for off-label indica¬ 
tions. Information on the appropriate off-label use of FDA- 
approved drugs is obtained from compendia published by the 
United States Pharmacopoeial Convention, the American Medical 
Association, and the American Society of Hospital Pharmacists. In 
addition, scientific studies of off-label use of drugs published in 
recognized peer-reviewed professional journals provide informa¬ 
tion on appropriate use of drugs for off-label indications. The 
Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1990 recognizes these three 
compendia and peer-reviewed literature as appropriate sources for 
reimbursement and requires Medicaid agencies to pay for off-label 
use of drugs prescribed for Medicaid patients if the use is stated in 
any of such sources. The Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 
1993 applies the same criteria and coverage to Medicare patients. 
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(6) Use of FDA-approved drugs for off-label indications pro¬ 
vides efficacious drugs at a lower cost. To require that all appropri¬ 
ate uses of a drug undergo approval by the FDA would substan¬ 
tially increase the cost of drugs and delay or even deny patients’ 
ability to obtain medically effective treatment. FDA approval for 
each use would require substantial expenditure and time to under¬ 
go the clinical trials necessary to obtain FDA approval. This is par¬ 
ticularly the case when a drug is off-patent and in generic produc¬ 
tion, and consequently is available at a lower price. Once a drug is 
in generic production by multiple manufacturers, it is not economi¬ 
cally feasible for a manufacturer to incur the cost of FDA approval. 

(7) Reimbursement for off-label indications of FDA-approved 
drugs is necessary to conform to the way in which appropriate 
medical treatment is provided, to make needed drugs available to 
patients, and to contain health care costs. 

Section 2. The following words and phrases used in this act 
shall have the following meanings: 

(1) CONTRAINDICATION. The potential for, or the occur¬ 
rence of, an undesirable alteration of the therapeutic effect of a 
given prescription because of the presence, in the patient for whom 
it is prescribed, of a disease condition or the potential for, or the 
occurrence of, a clinically significant adverse effect of the drug on 
the patient’s disease condition. 

(2) INDICATION. Any symptom, cause, or occurrence in a dis¬ 
ease which points out its cause, diagnosis, course of treatment, or 
prognosis. 

(3) INSURANCE POLICY. An individual, group, blanket, or 
franchise insurance policy, insurance agreement, or group hospital 
service contract providing for hospital, medical, surgical, or phar¬ 
maceutical servi ppq 

(4) MEDICAL LITERATURE. Published scientific studies 
published in any peer-reviewed national professional journal. 

(5) STANDARD REFERENCE COMPENDIA. Any of the 
following: 

a. The United States Pharmacopeia Drug Information. 

b. The American Medical Association Drug Evaluations. 

c. The American Hospital Formulary Service Drug 
Information. 

Section 3. (a) Title 27 of the Code of Alabama 1975, or any 

other provision of law, rule, or regulation to the contrary notwith¬ 
standing, it is specifically provided that: 

(1) No insurance policy which provides coverage for drugs shall 
exclude coverage of a drug for a particular indication on the ground 
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that the drug has not been approved by the Federal Food and Drug 
Administration for that indication, if the drug is recognized for treat¬ 
ment of that indication in one of the standard reference compendia, 
or in the medical literature, or by the Commissioner of Insurance. 

(2) Coverage of a drug required by this section shall also 
include medically necessary services associated with the adminis¬ 
tration of the drug. 

(b) This section shall not be construed to alter existing law 
with regard to provisions limiting the coverage of drugs that have 
not been approved by the Federal Food and Drug Administration. 

(c) This section shall not be construed to require coverage for 
any drug when the Federal Food and Drug Administration has 
determined its use to be contraindicated. 

(d) This section shall not be construed to require coverage for 
experimental drugs not otherwise approved for any indication by 
the Federal Food and Drug Administration. 

(e) The Commissioner of Insurance may direct any person who 
issues an insurance policy to make payments required by this section. 

(f) Nothing in this section shall be construed, expressly or by 
implication, to create, impair, alter, limit, modify, enlarge, abro¬ 
gate, or prohibit reimbursement for drugs used in the treatment of 
any other disease or condition. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 

Section 6. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

WHEREAS, it is with great sorrow and a deep sense of loss 
that we note the death of Alvin Ward Vogtle, Jr., in Atlanta, 
Georgia, on April 10, 1994, at the age of 75 years; and 
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WHEREAS, Alvin W. Vogtle, Jr., born in Birmingham, 
Alabama, on October 21, 1918, and the son of the late Ollie 
Stringer Vogtle and Alvin Ward Vogtle, attended Ramsey High 
School, and earned his bachelor of science degree from the 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute, now Auburn University, and a law 
degree from the University of Alabama; and 

WHEREAS, the recipient of the Purple Heart for his service in 
World War II, Mr. Vogtle flew over thirty combat missions as a 
pilot with the United States Army Air Corps, before being cap¬ 
tured in North Africa; after four attempts, he escaped a prisoner of 
war camp in Germany; and this feat became part of the renowned 
story of the movie, “The Great Escape”; and 

WHEREAS, after leaving the army, Mr. Vogtle returned to 
Birmingham, where he practiced law and served as legal counsel 
to Alabama Power Company, in which capacity he was closely 
involved in the hydroelectric development of the Coosa River; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Vogtle served as Executive Vice President with 
Alabama Power Company, and in executive positions with Southern 
Electric Generating Company, and Southern Company Services, 
before becoming President of The Southern Company in 1969, 
where he served until 1983, and during which time he provided 
exceptional vision, and decisive and invaluable leadership during a 
volatile period when demands were tremendous upon business, in 
general, and the electric utility industry, in particular; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Vogtle, a devoted and energetic supporter of 
Auburn University, served as an Executive in Residence at the 
Business School, and as Director of the Auburn University 
Foundation, and was presented with the Distinguished Alumnus 
Award by the Auburn Business School, and an honorary doctor of 
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WHEREAS, Mr. Vogtle was a leader, not only in the utility 
industry as Chairman of the Edison Electric Institute and 
President of the Association of Edison Illuminating Companies, 
but also in other business and civic affairs, serving on The 
Conference Board, as a member of the Newcomen Society in North 
America, as Trustee of the Committee for Economic Development, 
Director of CSX Corporation, Protective Corporation and Union 
Camp Corporation, and in advisory positions with Emory 
University, Mary Baldwin College, and Georgia College; and 

WHEREAS, Alvin W. Vogtle, Jr., was a remarkable and 
unique Alabamian who contributed greatly to the development 
and growth of Alabama and the South, and whose commitment

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BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we deeply

Act No. 94-807 H. 170 - Rep. Hammett 

AN ACT 

Relating to the Twenty-second Judicial Circuit of Alabama; to authorize the 
district attorney to establish a Restitution Recovery Division within the Office of 
the District Attorney; to provide for collection and the enforcement of court orders 
in certain cases of nonpayment of restitution to victims of crime, court costs, fines, 
penalty assessments, victim compensation assessments, and bond forfeitures; to 
provide a collection fee; to provide funding for the new restitution recovery division; 
and to provide for a Circuit Clerk’s Fund to assist the clerk in the implementation 
of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . This act shall apply only to the Twenty-second 
Judicial Circuit. 

Section 2. The purpose of this act is to ensure that court- 
ordered restitution to crime victims, victim compensation assess¬ 
ments, bail bond forfeitures, court costs required by law, fines 
levied against criminals for wrongful conduct, and other court- 
ordered sums payable to the state or to the crime victims be paid 
in full and that cost of collection be borne by the person who is 
responsible for payment. 

Section 3. The district attorney may establish a special divi¬ 
sion designated the “Restitution Recovery Division” for the admin¬ 
istration, collection, and enforcement of court costs, fines, penalty 
assessments, victim compensation assessments, bail bond forfei¬ 
tures, restitution, or like assessments in civil or criminal proceed¬ 
ings ordered by the court and payable to the state or to crime vic¬ 
tims, or judgments entered which have not been otherwise vacated 
or judicial relief given from the operation of the order or judgment. 
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Section 4. The court, the clerk of the court, or a probation offi¬ 
cer shall notify the district attorney in writing when any bail bond for¬ 
feitures, court costs, fines, penalty assessments, crime victims’ restitu¬ 
tion, or victims’ compensation assessments or like assessments in any 
civil or criminal proceeding ordered by the court to be paid to the state 
or to crime victims have not been paid or are in default and the 
default has not been vacated. Upon written notification to the district 
attorney, the Restitution Recovery Division of the district attorney’s 
office may collect or enforce the collection of funds that have not been 
paid or that are in default which, under the direction of the district 
attorney, are appropriate to be processed. In no event shall a court, 
court clerk, or probation officer notify the district attorney in less than 
90 days from the date any payment is due to be paid. 

Section 5. After notification, as provided in Section 4, the 
district attorney may take all lawful steps necessary in order to 
require compliance with the court-ordered payments including any 
of the following: 

(1) A petition for revocation of probation. 

(2) A show cause petition for contempt of court. 

(3) Any other civil or criminal proceedings which may be author¬ 
ized by law or by rule of court. 

In addition, the district attorney may issue appropriate notices to 
inform the defendant of the noncompliance of the defendant and a 
warning of the penalty for noncompliance. 

Section 6. After a matter has been transferred to the dis¬ 
trict attorney under Section 4, a court shall assess a collection fee 
of 30 percent of the funds due which shall be added to the amount 
of funds due. Any amount collected pursuant to this statute shall 
be distributed as follows: 

(1) Sixty-five percent of the collection fee shall be distributed to 

the County District Attorney Fund to be expended for lawful purpos¬ 
es for the operation of the Office of the District Attorney. Funds pro¬ 
vided to the district attorney by this act shall not reduce the amount 
payable to the district attorney under any local act or general act or 
reduce or affect the amounts of funding of the budget allocated by 
law. The funds shall be audited as all other state funds are audited. 

(2) Ten percent of the collection fee shall be distributed to the 
Covington County General Fund to be used by and solely for law 
enforcement purposes in the office of the sheriff. 

(3) Twenty-five percent of the collection fee shall be distributed to 
the Circuit Clerk’s Fund which shall be kept and maintained by the cir¬ 
cuit clerk in a separate account to be used for the operation of the office 
of the clerk to include, but not be limited to, equipment purchases, edu¬ 
cation, and other office-related expenses including personnel. Funds 
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retained by the circuit clerk shall not reduce the amount payable to the 
circuit clerk under any local act or general act or reduce or affect the 
amounts of funding of the budget of the circuit clerk allocated by the 
Administrative Office of Courts. The funds shall be audited as all other 
state funds are audited. All fees, fines, penalties, charges, court costs, 
and bail bond forfeitures other than the collection fee shall be disbursed 
as provided by law on a monthly basis. 

(4) This act shall not affect the right of the Office of the 
District Attorney to proceed with the prosecution of any violation 
as currently provided by law. 

Section 7. There shall be an amnesty period of 60 days after 
the effective date of this act during which any person may voluntar¬ 
ily pay in full and duly assessed court costs, fines, victim compensa¬ 
tion assessments, bail bond forfeitures, penalty payments, restitu¬ 
tion, or like payments in default. Commencing with the sixty-first 
day after the effective date of this act, the enforcement and collec¬ 
tion procedures provided in this act shall be implemented. 

Section 8. In addition to the provisions of this act, all court 
costs, fines, victim compensation assessments, bail bond forfei¬ 
tures, and restitution, and other court-ordered charges shall be 
considered a civil judgment which can be recorded and enforced in 
the manner provided by law. 

Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 10. The provisions of this act are supplemental to 
any procedures for the enforcement and collection of any court- 
ordered sums or forfeitures. 

Section 11. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

“(e) Law enforcement officers are exempt from this section, and 
persons with pistol permits issued pursuant to Section 13A-11-75, 
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Code of Alabama 1975, are exempt from the provisions of subsec¬ 
tion (c) of this section.” 

“(f) The term ‘public school’ as used in this section applies only 
to a school composed of grades K-12 and shall include a school bus 
used for grades K-12. 

“(g) The term ‘deadly weapon’ as used in this section means a 
firearm or anything manifestly designed, made, or adapted for the 
purposes of inflicting death or serious physical injury, and such 
term includes, but is not limited to, a bazooka, hand grenade, mis¬ 
sile, or explosive or incendiary device; a pistol, rifle, or shotgun; or a 
switch-blade knife, gravity knife, stiletto, sword, or dagger; or any 
club, baton, billy, black-jack, bludgeon, or metal knuckles.”

secondary high school of this state or any other state, or documenta¬ 
tion that the person: (1) is enrolled and making satisfactory progress 
in a course leading to a general educational development certificate 
(GED) from a state approved institution or organization, or has 
obtained the certificate; (2) is enrolled in a secondary school of this 
state or any other state; (3) is participating in a job training program 
approved by the State Superintendent of Education; (4) is gainfully 
and substantially employed; (5) is a parent with the care and custody 
of a minor or unborn child; (6) has a physician certify that the parents 
of the person depend on him or her as their sole source of transporta¬ 
tion; or (7) is exempted from this requirement due to circumstances 
beyond his or her control as provided in this chapter. 

“(b) The attendance officer or chief attendance administrator, 
upon request, shall provide documentation of enrollment status on 
a form approved by the Department of Education to any student 
15 years of age or older who is properly enrolled in a school under 
the jurisdiction of the official, for presentation to the Department 
of Public Safety, on application for, or renewal or reinstatement of, 
a driver’s license or a learner’s license to operate a motor vehicle. 
Whenever a student 16 years of age or older withdraws from 
school, the attendance officer or chief attendance administrator 
shall notify the Department of Public Safety of the withdrawal. 
Withdrawal shall be defined as more than 10 consecutive or 15 
days total unexcused absences during a single semester. 

“(c) Within five days of receipt of a notice of withdrawal, the 
Department of Public Safety shall send notice to the licensee that 
his or her driver’s license or learner’s license will be suspended 
under this article on the 30th day following the date the notice was 
sent unless documentation of compliance with this article is 
received by the department before the 30th day. 

“(d) Whenever the withdrawal from school of the student, or the 
failure of the student to enroll in a course leading to or to obtain a 
GED or high school diploma, is beyond the control of the student, or 
is for the purpose of transfer to another school as confirmed in writ¬ 
ing by the parent or guardian of the student, or is for the purpose of 
participating in a job training program approved by the State 
Superintendent of Education, no notice shall be sent by the proper 
school official to the Department of Public Safety to suspend the 
license of the student. If the student is applying for or renewing a 
driver’s license or a learner’s license, the attendance officer or chief 
attendance administrator, upon request, shall provide the student 
with documentation to present to the Department of Public Safety to 
exempt the student from this section. The local superintendent of 
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education with the assistance of the county or city school attendance 
director as the case may be, and any other staff or school personnel, 
or the appropriate school official of any private secondary school, 
shall be the sole judge of whether the withdrawal is due to circum¬ 
stances beyond the control of the person. Suspension or expulsion 
from school or imprisonment in a jail or penitentiary is not a circum¬ 
stance beyond the control of a person. 

“(e) (1) Any person over the age of 14 who is convicted of the 
crime of possession of a pistol on the premises of a public school, or a 
public school bus, or both, under Section 13A-11-72 shall be denied 
issuance of a driver’s permit or license for the operation of a motor 
vehicle for 180 days from the date the person is eligible and applies 
for a permit or license for the operation of a motor vehicle. Any adju¬ 
dication as a juvenile delinquent or youthful offender where the 
underlying charge is the possession of a pistol on the premises of a 
public school, or a public school bus, or both, under Section 13A-11- 
72 shall be considered a conviction under this subsection, and the 
adjudication of a person as a juvenile delinquent or youthful offend¬ 
er where the underlying charge is a violation under Section 13A-11- 
72 shall be reported to the Department of Public Safety. 

“(2) If a person over the age of 14 years possesses a driver’s 
license on the date of conviction, the Department of Public Safety, 
within five days of receipt of a notice of conviction from the court, 
shall send notice to the licensee that his or her driver’s license will be 
suspended. The notice shall state that the license will be suspended 
for 180 days commencing on the 30th day following the date the 
notice was sent unless documentation is received by the department 
before the 30th day that the person was not convicted of the crime. 
Upon the appropriate date, the department shall suspend the license. 

“(3) Upon the written request of the person whose license is 
denied or suspended, the Dpnnrtrnpnt of Public Safety shall afford 
the person an opportunity for a hearing in the same manner and 
under the procedure used for other driver’s license suspensions. If 
the suspension or denial of issuance determination is sustained by 
the Director of the Department of Public Safety or the authorized 
agent of the director, upon such hearing, the person may file a 
petition in the appropriate court to review the final order of sus¬ 
pension or denial by the director or the authorized agent of the 
director in tne same maimer and under the same conditions as is 
provided in the case of suspensions and denials. 

“(4) If the conviction is reversed within the 180 day period, the 
department, upon receipt of notice of the reversal from the 
Administrative Office of Courts, shall reinstate a suspended 
license and shall accept an application for a license and shall issue 
the license according to law and regulation. 
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“(5) The court shall notify the Department of Public Safety of the 
conviction of a person over the age of 14 of a crime involving the pos¬ 
session of a pistol on the premises of a public school, or a public school 
bus, or both, under Section 13A-11-72 and any reversal of the convic¬ 
tion. The Administrative Office of Courts may promulgate necessary 
rules and regulations to implement this notification procedure.” 

Section 2. This act shall become operative only upon the 
passage of a law in the 1994 1st Special Session amending Section 
13A-11-72, Code of Alabama 1975, establishing a criminal offense 
for the possession of a pistol on the premises of a public school. 

Section 3, This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To require that all students in Alabama’s public schools have access to school 
facilities that are safe, clean, and adequately and appropriately equipped and 
repaired. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . All students in the public schools, the Alabama 
Institute for the Deaf and Blind, and the Department of Youth 
Services shall be provided with school facilities that are conducive 
to an effective teaching and learning environment and meet all of 
the following requirements: 

(1) School buildings shall be safe and shall have adequate 
space, heating, and air conditioning. School grounds shall be safe, 
clean, appropriate to the educational mission of the school, and 
shall provide for proper drainage. 

(2) All instruction, including instruction for special education 
students, shall occur in classrooms or other appropriate instruc¬ 
tional spaces that are of suitable size and format. Schools shall 
have adequate science laboratories and facilities and equipment for 
computer and foreign language instruction; administrative offices; 
sick rooms or infirmaries; auditoriums; gymnasiums; cafeterias; 
athletic facilities and playgrounds, as age-appropriate; music, art, 
and drama facilities; and vocational facilities.

(3) Schools shall have school libraries and media spaces that 
are appropriate in size, equipment, lighting, and materials for the 
number and age range of their students. School libraries and media 
centers shall contain a sufficient number of books, periodicals, and 
other media resources to serve their student bodies in an appropri¬ 
ate manner. Books and other media resources shall be catalogued 
and maintained by the services of a certified media specialist. 

(4) Schools shall have appropriate maintenance service that 
provides systematic repair and care of the site, buildings, and equip¬ 
ment. School buildings and grounds shall be clean and sanitary. 
Sufficient maintenance and janitorial services shall be provided so 
that principals, teachers, parents, and students are not required to 
perform maintenance or janitorial tasks. Broken windows shall be 
fixed with reasonable speed; roofs shall be repaired and not permit¬ 
ted to continue to leak; termites and other pests in schools shall be 
exterminated as needed; schools shall not have unsafe levels of 
asbestos or radon as determined by any applicable federal stan¬ 
dards; and school drinking water shall be drinkable and safe. 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are expressly declared 
not to be severable. If any provision of this act shall be adjudged to 
be invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, then this entire 
act shall be invalid and held to be null and void. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act shall not be implemented 
until the Legislature provides specifically for the funding of this act. 

Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 16-3-18.5, Code of Alabama, 1975, relating to the length of 
the scholastic year so as to lengthen the year from 180 to 190 days; to phase-in the 
additional days; to establish certain days as professional development days; to 
require extra pay for all employees for the additional days to be worked; and to pro¬ 
vide for funding. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1 . Section 16-3-18.5, Code of Alabama 1975, is here¬ 
by amended to read as follows: 

“§16-3-18.5. 

“(a) The state board of education shall adopt or modify its poli¬ 
cies, regulations, or procedures to require that school terms in the 
public schools are not less than 180 actual teaching days with ten 
professional development days, for a total of not less than 190 con¬ 
tract days for teachers. The contract year for teachers shall be 
expanded according to the following fiscal year schedule and mini¬ 
mum specifications for instructional days and teacher professional 
development days: 

(1) Fiscal Year 1995-1996: 176 instructional and five profes¬ 
sional development; 

(2) Fiscal Year 1996-1997: 176 instructional and six profes¬ 
sional development; 

(3) Fiscal Year 1997-1998: 177 instructional and six profes¬ 
sional development; 

(4) Fiscal Year 1998-1999: 177 instructional and seven pro¬ 
fessional development; 

(5) Fiscal Year 1999-2000: 178 instructional and seven pro¬ 
fessional development; 

(6) Fiscal Year 2000-2001: 178 instructional and eight profes¬ 
sional development; 

(7) Fiscal Year 2001-2002: 179 instructional and eight profes¬ 
sional development; 

(8) Fiscal Year 2002-2003: 179 instructional and nine profes¬ 
sional development; 

(9) Fiscal Year 2003-2004: 180 instructional and nine profes¬ 
sional development; and 

(10) Fiscal Year 2004-2005: 180 instructional and ten profes¬ 
sional development. 

The local board of education shall adopt such policies as necessary to 
ensure that all 180 days shall be used for instructional purposes. The 
State Board of Education shall approve such local board policies. 

“(b) The ten professional development days may be utilized 
either before the schools convene, during the time the schools are 
in session, or after the adjournment of students at the end of the 
scholastic year, or all, according to board policy to be developed in 
cooperation and conjunction with the local professional organiza¬ 
tion which represents the majority of education employees 
statewide. “Professional development” days may include up to five

“in-service” days according to this act. At least two professional 
development days each year shall be devoted to parent and teacher 
conferences, which shall be used as four half-days scheduled at 
flexible hours to accommodate working parents. Funding for the 
additional work and professional development days which are pro¬ 
vided for in this section shall be disbursed by the State 
Comptroller to the State Board of Education for the county and 
city boards of education from the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund in the Education Budget Act for the public schools. 
Employees who work additional days shall be paid an additional 
pro rata amount for each additional day worked in addition to any 
cost-of-living adjustment or pay increase.” 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains.

AN ACT 

To require that all students in Alabama’s public schools be provided with ade¬ 
quate textbooks and instruction, general instructional support, and adequate facili¬ 
ties, exclusive of buildings and renovation of buildings; to provide guidelines for the 
allotment and expenditure of classroom instructional supplies. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1, Sections 16-36-26, 16-36-27, 16-36-28 and 16-36- 
29 of the Code of Alabama 1975 are hereby repealed. 

Section 2. The Legislature finds that textbooks and other 
instructional materials are among the basic tools of learning that 
must exist if Alabama students are to succeed. 

(a) All students in the public schools shall be provided with 
adequate and current textbooks and other necessary instructional 
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supplies for use in their education. Textbooks and other support- 
ing materials shall be appropriate for their course work. Where 
textbooks are assigned in a class, every student shall have his or 
her own copy of the assigned textbook of the correct edition, which 
he or she shall be permitted to take home each day for home study 
for the entire school year or for the portion of the year when the 
book is assigned. Assigned books shall be no older than seven 
years, and shall be in suitable condition. Students who wish to 
purchase textbooks may do so at the school's cost. 

(b) Instructional supplies, including library books and media 
resources, science equipment, classroom furniture, audiovisual equip¬ 
ment, maps and globes, blackboards, art and music supplies, and 
other educational materials shall be provided in all schools in ade¬ 
quate form and quantity. The State Superintendent, with approval by 
the State Board of Education, shall determine for each grade level the 
adequate form and quantity of educational materials necessary to 
comply with the provisions of subsection (b). Furthermore, the princi¬ 
pal of any school may request through the superintendent that the 
local school board order textbooks directly from the supplier of such 
textbooks in the event insufficient textbooks are available on the 
opening day of school for all students in each class of such school. The 
principal may order such insufficient textbooks directly if such text¬ 
books have not been ordered or delivered to his or her school within 
five (5) school days. The principal is hereby authorized to utilize what¬ 
ever ordering or shipping procedure available to insure adequate text¬ 
books are supplied at the earliest possible time for each student to 
comply with the provisions of this section. 

(c) It shall not be necessary for teachers to make personal 
expenditures to provide the materials described in this section. 

(d) The State Department of Education shall evaluate the con¬ 
nection between all approved textbooks and the courses of study 
and the State Board of Education is empowered to prescribe regu¬ 
lations for the proper care of and accounting for state-owned text¬ 
books. The State Board of Education shall adopt a uniform 
statewide policy regarding the care, responsible use, and the condi¬ 
tion upon return of the textbooks. The State Board of Education 
shall adopt and enforce sanctions for noncompliance and ensure 
such sanctions are enforced. Each local system shall adopt the 
statewide policy or a more stringent policy. It is the intent of the 
Legislature that it is the responsibility of the student, as well as 
the student’s parent or guardian, to care for the textbooks and 
instructional supplies provided by the state in a manner so that 
the materials are not damaged to the point of being unuseable. 

(e) The State Department of Education has a continuing obliga¬ 
tion to provide systems and schools with review of and information 
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about textbooks and other instructional materials, including com¬ 
puter software and technology-related materials. 

(f) The allotment and expenditure of classroom instructional 
supplies shall be provided as follows: The adoption of a budget for 
the expenditure of classroom instructional supply funds shall be by 
secret ballot. Each local school superintendent shall submit a nota¬ 
rized affidavit to the State Department of Education certifying 
that funds appropriated for classroom instructional supplies have 
been expended only for instructional supplies or instructional 
equipment. On the affidavit, the superintendent shall state the 
amount of funds expended for use by classroom teachers and the 
amount of funds expended for collective purchases for instruc¬ 
tional purposes. The affidavit of expenditures shall be subject to 
audit by the Examiners of Public Accounts. Any funds appropri¬ 
ated and not expended for said purpose by any school system shall 
revert to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. In the 
event proration is declared in the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust fund, each local school system shall expend at least 80% of 
its allocation for instructional supplies notwithstanding any other 
provision of law. Each local board of education may purchase class¬ 
room school supplies in bulk pursuant to the competitive bid law, 
or upon resolution passed at a meeting called for the purpose and 
with notice, any board may allocate funds to individual schools or 
to teachers to purchase such classroom supplies by the voucher 
system and proper accounting safeguards. Such method shall be 
determined prior to the beginning of the first term of the school 
year, by each local school board with input from the local organiza¬ 
tion representing the majority of employees statewide. Input by 
the local organization shall, where feasible, be made in writing to 
the local superintendent of education. Restrictions shall not be 
devised or imposed to prohibit the ordering of Classroom 
Instructional Supplies beyond December 1 ef any school year to 
the full extent of the appropriation. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed

AN ACT 

To transfer rehabilitation services of handicapped persons from the State 
Board of Education and State Department of Education to a Board of 
Rehabilitation Services and Department of Rehabilitation Services; to provide for 
the personnel, funding, duties, powers, functions, membership, meetings, compen¬ 
sation, and meetings of the board and the department; to expressly preserve certain 
services and programs; and to provide an effective date of January 1, 1995. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . It is the policy of this state to provide rehabilita¬ 
tion services, to the extent needed and feasible within resources 
available, to eligible children and adults with disabilities through¬ 
out the state, so that they may engage in meaningful educational 
and employment opportunities and live independently to the 
extent of their capabilities, thereby increasing their social and eco¬ 
nomic well-being and that of their families, and the productive 
capacity of this state and nation, also thereby reducing the burden 
of dependency on families and taxpayers. 

Section 2. For the purposes of this act, the following words 
and phrases shall have the respective meanings ascribed to them 
by this section: 

(1) BOARD. The Board of Rehabilitation Services. 

(2) COMMISSIONER. The Commissioner of the Department 
of Rehabilitation Services, who shall administer the department. 

(3) COMPONENT PROGRAMS. The following programs 
administered by the department: 

a. Children's Rehabilitation Service. A service program that 
provides educational, medical, and habilitative services including 
recreational and physical fitness services for children with special 
health care needs, including coordination and support for their 
families through statewide community-based programs. 

b. Early Intervention Program. A program that provides early 
intervention services for children, up to the age of three years, who 
are born with disabling conditions or who are at risk for develop¬ 
mental delay. 

c. Adult Vocational Rehabilitation Service. A service program 
that provides training and employment-related services for per¬ 
sons who have disabilities that present a substantial barrier to 
employment and who, as a result of services, have a reasonable 
expectation of becoming employed. This program also offers special 
services for the sensory impaired, providing employment opportu¬ 
nities for those who have hearing or visual impairments, or both. 
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d. Business Enterprise Program. A specialized program that 
provides food service vending employment opportunities for legally 
blind individuals. 

e. Client Assistance Program. A consumer and client advocacy 
service program designed to provide information and resolve prob¬ 
lems or questions related to the provision of rehabilitation services. 

f. Governor’s Committee on Employment of People with 
Disabilities. A program that is funded and administered by the 
Department of Rehabilitation Services to increase awareness, pro¬ 
vide information, and reduce barriers to employment for people 
with disabilities. 

g. Homebound Service. A service program that provides nurs¬ 
ing, counseling, and attendant care services for persons with 
severe disabilities to enable them to achieve maximum indepen¬ 
dence in their home environment. 

(4) DEPARTMENT. The Department of Rehabilitation 
Services, a state department of government directly responsible to 
the Board of Rehabilitation Services for the direction and supervi¬ 
sion of rehabilitation services. 

Section 3. (a) All powers, duties, and functions of, and all 

related records, property, equipment of, and all contractual rights, 
obligations of, and unexpended balances of appropriations and 
other funds or allocations of the Division of Rehabilitation Services 
and the Division’s component programs of the State Board of 
Education and the State Department of Education shall be trans¬ 
ferred to the Board of Rehabilitation Services and the Department 
of Rehabilitation Services on or before January 1, 1995. 

(b) All funds appropriated to the State Department of 
Education for fiscal year ending September 30, 1995, for the 
Division of Rehabilitation Services and the Division’s component 
programs, shall be transferred to the Department of Rehabilitation 
Services for its use during that fiscal year under the same terms 
and conditions as specified for those funds in any appropriation 
bill, or as otherwise specified by law. 

(c) All personnel positions of the Division of Rehabilitation 
Services and the Division’s component programs and personnel in 
the Division of Computer Services and the Division of 
Administrative and Financial Services Accounting Section whose 
responsibilities and assignments are in full-time support of the 
Division of Rehabilitation Services, shall be transferred to the 
Department of Rehabilitation Services on January 1, 1995, at a 
level commensurate with the level of each respective position on 
December 31, 1994. 
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(d) The State Board of Education and the State Department of 
Education shall assist the Board of Rehabilitation Services and the 
Department of Rehabilitation Services with the highest degree of 
cooperation to carry out the intent and purpose of this act and to 
achieve an orderly transition. 

Section 4. There is created the Board of Rehabilitation 
Services consisting of seven members, one from each United States 
Congressional District, appointed by the Governor and confirmed 
by the Senate as follows: 

(1) Three members shall be individuals with a disability, 
selected from consumer disability organizations. 

(2) One member shall be a parent of a child with a disability. 

(3) Three members shall be selected from organizations of 
business and industry within the state. 

The appointed members shall reflect the diversity of the popu¬ 
lation of the State of Alabama. 

Section 5. Of the members first appointed to the Board of 
Rehabilitation Services: one shall be appointed for a term of seven 
years; one for a term of six years; one for a term of five years; one 
for a term of four years; one for a term of three years; one for a term 
of two years, and one for a term of one year. Thereafter, terms of 
office shall be seven years, commencing on the first day of October 
and ending on the thirtieth day of September. No member shall 
serve more than two full seven-year terms of office. Any member 
appointed to fill a vacancy shall hold office for the remainder of the 
unexpired term. A member shall serve until his or her successor 
takes office or 60 days after the expiration of the term of office, 
whichever occurs first. No member shall be an employee or elected 
official of the State of Alabama or a political subdivision thereof. 

Section 6, Before entering upon the duties of office, each 
member of the board shall take and subscribe to an oath to uphold 
the Constitution and laws of the United States and this state and 
to perform the duties of office honestly, faithfully, and impartially. 
Each member shall give a bond of five thousand dollars ($5,000), 
with a sufficient surety approved by the State Treasurer. After 
approval, the bond shall be filed with the Secretary of State. If the 
bond is executed by a surety company, the premiums shall be paid 
from funds appropriated and available to the department. 

Section 7. Each member of the board shall receive travel 
and per diem compensation for expenses incurred in the conduct of 
official duties while attending meetings and transacting the busi¬ 
ness of the board, in accordance with applicable state travel and 
per diem paid to state employees. The compensation of members 
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shall be paid from funds available to the department in the same 
manner as other expenses are paid. 

Section 8. The board shall elect a chair from its membership 
at the first meeting of initial board members on January 15, 1995, 
and every two years thereafter. A majority of the membership of 
the board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any busi¬ 
ness. The board shall meet at least quarterly and, at the call of the 
chair or any four members, shall hold other special meetings. All 
meetings shall be called by the chair, except the first meeting of ini¬ 
tial board members, which shall be called by the Governor. 

Section 9. The board shall perform all of the following 
duties: 

(1) Make rules and regulations for the provision of rehabilita¬ 
tion services. 

(2) Direct and supervise the expenditure of legislative appro¬ 
priations for rehabilitation services. 

(3) Prescribe qualifications for the commissioner, directors, 
professionals, and administrative and clerical employees. 

(4) Disseminate information concerning and promoting inter¬ 
est in disability and rehabilitation issues among the citizens of 
Alabama. 

(5) Take appropriate action to guarantee rights of and services 
to people with disabilities. 

(6) Delegate to any employee of the department any necessary 
powers and duties. 

(7) Serve as the governing authority of programs administered 
by the department, including but not limited to: The administra¬ 
tion of the state s plan under the “Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as 
amended”; the Social Security Act, Title V, which relates to chil¬ 
dren with special health care needs; and the Randolph-Sheppard 
Vending Stand Act (P.L. 74-732), as amended by P.L. 83-565 and 
P.L. 93-515, 20 U.S.C., Ch. 6A, Sec. 107. 

(8) Accept and hold, invest, reinvest, dispose of, divest, or oth¬ 
erwise use gifts, donations, devises, or bequests of money, or real 
or personal property made for the purpose of furthering rehabilita¬ 
tion services. 

(9) Hold, lease, or rent real or personal property and make 
any repair and improvement on all property under its control that 
is in the best interest of the department; and, subject to the 
approval of the Governor, construct, acquire, sell, or convey title to 
real estate. 
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(10) Except where otherwise clearly indicated, delegate to the 
commissioner authority to act and make decisions concerning the 
management and operation of the department. 

Section 10. (a) The Director of the Division of 

Rehabilitation Services of the State Department of Education shall 
serve as the initial commissioner of the Department of 
Rehabilitation Services commencing on January 1, 1995, and shall 
be provided a contract of employment for a period not to exceed 
one year. 

(b) The board may thereafter appoint a commissioner to serve 
at its pleasure who shall be the chief executive officer of the 
department, on a contract basis not exceeding a four-year period. 

(c) The board may establish the salary and expense allowance 
to be paid to the commissioner. The salary and expense allowance 
shall be paid in installments from the annual appropriation made 
to the board or the department. 

(d) The commissioner shall serve as secretary to the board and 
shall have the responsibility for the operation, management, con¬ 
trol, supervision, maintenance, regulation, and improvement of 
the department in conformity with policies adopted by the board. 

(e) The salary, compensation, procedures, and personnel poli¬ 
cies governing employees of the department shall be subject to the 
rules and regulations adopted and promulgated by the State 
Personnel Department and merit system as created under Section 
36-26-100 to 36-26-108, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 11. (a) The commissioner shall direct all matters 

involving the department in conformance with state and federal 
law and the policies of the board. 

(b) The commissioner shall perform the following specific 
duties: 

(1) Enforce the rules and regulations of the board governing 
the department’s services and programs. 

(2) Appoint to positions of employment those professional, 
clerical, and other assistants, including specialists and consul¬ 
tants, on a full or part-time basis as may be needed. The number 
of employees, their qualifications, their compensation, and all 
other expenditures of the commissioner shall be within the limits 
of a budget approved by the board. The commissioner and all 
employees of the department shall be entitled to all benefits accru¬ 
ing to merit system employees including the right to accumulate 
leave and participate in the Teachers’ Retirement System under 
the same terms and conditions as employees of the State 
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Department of Education and the Department of Postsecondary 
Education. 

(3) Prepare, or cause to be prepared, an annual report to the 
board on activities of the department submitted on the first day of 
December, or as early thereafter as practicable, for its approval 
and adoption. The commissioner shall also prepare, or cause to be 
prepared, all other reports which are required of the board. 

(4) Promulgate, with the approval of the board, regulations 
governing personnel standards, the protection of records and confi¬ 
dential information, the manner and form of filing applications for 
services, eligibility and investigation for rehabilitation services, 
procedures for due process, and other regulations necessary to 
carry out the purposes of this act and to conform with state and 
federal law. 

(5) Establish, with the approval of the board, appropriate sub¬ 
ordinate administrative units within the department. 

(6) Prepare and submit to the board and the Legislature 
annual reports of activities and expenditures and, before each reg¬ 
ular session of the Legislature, coordinate budget requests 
required for administering this act, and provide estimates of the 
sums to be made available for this purpose from all sources. 

(7) Supervise all institutions, offices, programs, and services 
now existing or hereafter acquired or created under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the department. 

(8) Certify the disbursement of available funds. 

(9) Delegate, with the approval of the board, to any officer or 
employee of the department those powers and duties necessary to 
effectuate the purposes of this act. 
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and adoption by the board, legislative measures needed for the fur¬ 
ther development and improvement of rehabilitation services. 

(11) Enter into contracts necessary for the department to 
carry out its functions. Any personal service contract must be 
approved by the Legislative Permanent Contract Review 
Committee prior to such contract becoming effective. 

(12) Consult with and advise other state agencies to assist 
them in meeting the needs of disabled persons more effectively and 
to achieve maximum coordination among programs for people with 
disabilities. 

(13) Establish advisory councils consistent with the needs of 
the board and the department. 
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(14) Support, assist, and cooperate with the Governor's com¬ 
mittee on employment of persons with disabilities. 

(15) Take any necessary or appropriate action for cooperation 
with public and private agencies and organizations which may 
include, but is not limited to the development of: 

a. Reciprocal agreements with other states to provide for the 
vocational rehabilitation of individuals with the states concerned. 

b. Contracts or other agreements with public and other non¬ 
profit agencies and organizations for the construction or establish¬ 
ment and operation of community rehabilitation programs and 
facilities. 

c. Cooperative agreements with the federal government for 
carrying out any federal requirements pertaining to disability and 
rehabilitation. 

d. Requirements necessary to obtain federal funds in the max¬ 
imum amount and the most advantageous proportion for the state 
as possible. 

(16) Conduct research and demonstration projects, including 
inquiries concerning the causes of disability and its prevention; pro¬ 
vide training and instruction, including the establishment and 
maintenance of research fellowships and traineeships along with all 
necessary stipends and allowances; disseminate information; and 
provide technical assistance relating to disability and rehabilitation. 

(17) Plan, establish, and operate programs, facilities, and 
services relating to disability and rehabilitation. 

(18) Establish a program of attendant care and home case 
management. 

(19) Establish and provide consultative services for small 
business enterprises operated by persons with a substantial 
impediment to employment, including people who are blind. 

(20) Appear before the Permanent Joint Legislative 
Committee on Finances and Budget for not less than five consecu¬ 
tive years immediately following the effective date of this act. 

Section 12. The Board of Rehabilitation Services and the 
Department of Rehabilitation Services shall automatically con¬ 
tinue in existence, but both may be dissolved and all operations 
restored to the State Board of Education and to the State 
Department of Education, respectively, by passage of a joint reso¬ 
lution of the Legislature during any session within five years fol¬ 
lowing the effective date of this act. 
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Section 13. The State Board of Education and the State 
Superintendent of Education shall take all administrative action, 
including the transfer of funds, appropriate and necessary to carry 
out the intent and purpose of this act. 

Section 14. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 15. This act shall become effective January 1, 1995, 
after its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 


To amend Sections 16-1-18, 16-8-25, 16-12-21, and 21-1-21, Code of Alabama 
1975, to permit the accumulation of certain additional days of sick leave by certain 
employees in public education, and permit the transfer of sick leave days from one 
employer to another. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. When used in this act, the following terms shall 
have the following meanings, respectively: 


(1) EMPLOYEE. Any person employed full time as provided 
by law by those employers enumerated in this section. 


(2) EMPLOYER. All public city and county boards of education; 
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the Alabama Youth Services Department District Board in its capac¬ 
ity as the Board of Education for the Youth Services Department 
District; the Board of Directors of the Alabama School of Fine Arts; 
the Board of Trustees of the Alabama School of Mathematics and 
Science; the Alabama State Senate; the Lieutenant Governor; the 
Alabama House of Representatives; any organization participating in 
the Teachers' Retirement System (excluding any state department or 
agency not4isted herein); and, the State Board of Education as 
applied to two-year postsecondary education institutions. 


(3) EXECUTIVE OFFICER. The superintendent of any public 
county school system or any public city school system; the President 
of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind; the president of any 
two-year school or college under the auspices of the State Board of 
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Education; the Superintendent of the Department of Youth Services 
School District; the Executive Director of the Alabama School of 
Fine Arts; the Executive Director of the Alabama High School of 
Mathematics and Science; the Secretary of the Senate, the Clerk of 
the House of Representatives, the Lieutenant Governor; the chief 
executive officer of any other employer as provided in this section. 

Section 2. An employee shall be allowed to accumulate sick 
leave up to 225 days. Earned sick leave days which have been 
accrued by an employee shall be transferable from one employer 
to another up to the maximum number of 225 days. The executive 
officer of the employer shall take care to ensure that certification 
of the number of unused sick leave days is provided to the new 
employer when an employee transfers employment. All of the 
earned and unused sick leave days which an employee has accu¬ 
mulated shall be transferred to the new employer for use by the 
employee as provided by law. 

Section 3. Section 16-1-18, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

"§16-1-18. 

“(a) The boards of control of city and county school systems 
and the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind shall provide for the 
payment of school bus drivers and all full-time support personnel 
who are noncertificated educational employees for absences result¬ 
ing from sickness, accidents, or some other unavoidable cause 
which prevents the employee from discharging his or her duties; 
provided, that any employee not utilizing or being paid for the sick 
leave in any one year may accumulate days at the rate of one day 
per month for the months employed and carry over the unutilized 
days to the next consecutive year or years of employment for the 
same school system or institution or for any other school system or 
institution in which the employee may later be employed until he 
or she shall accumulate the maximum number of days as provided 
in Section 2 of the act amending this section. The reasons for 
granting sick leave shall be the same as those for teachers. 

"(b) The superintendent of the school system shall certify to 
the state board of education the actual number of days taken and 
the actual number of substitutes employed and the cost involved. 
The state board of education shall reimburse the local boards of 
education for no more than actual costs of employing substitutes 
up to the amount paid substitute teachers. Should the funds 
appropriated be insufficient, each board shall be reimbursed on a 
pro rata basis. The Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind shall 
handle all transactions relating to its sick leave program in the 
same manner as all other state agencies do for their employees.” 
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Section 4. Section 16-8-25, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

*§16-8-25. 

“The county board of education shall have the authority, under 
the rules and regulations promulgated from time to time by the 
State Board of Education, to provide for leaves of absence and 
vacations by the employees of the boards and for the payment from 
public funds to the employees of the boards for leaves of absence or 
vacations, or both. The boards may provide leaves of absence dur¬ 
ing the times the schools are not in session for the teachers and 
employees on full pay when the teacher or employee devotes the 
leave of absence to instructing in or attending schools for teacher 
training or in the manner approved by the State Board of 
Education as beneficial to the educational work of the county and 
may also provide for the payment of any full-time teachers for 
absences during the time schools are in session where the absence 
results from sickness or some other unavoidable cause which pre¬ 
vents the teacher from discharging his or her duties. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, any teacher not utilizing or being 
paid for the sick leave accrued in any one year pursuant to regula¬ 
tions of the State Department of Education may accumulate days 
at the rate of one day per month for the months employed and 
carry over the unutilized days to the next consecutive year or 
years of employment for the same school system, or for any other 
school system in which the educator may later be employed, until 
he or she shall accumulate the maximum number of days as pro¬ 
vided in Section 2 of the act amending this section. Pay for the 
absences resulting from unavoidable causes other than sickness 
shall not be allowed for a longer time than one week during any 
one year. The allowance of such pay shall at all times be in the dis¬ 
cretion of the county board of education.” 

Section 5. Section lb-12-21, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§16-12-21. 

“The city board of education may, under the rules and regula¬ 
tions promulgated from time to time by the State Board of 
Education, provide for leaves of absence and vacations by the 
employees of the boards and for the payment from public funds to 
the employees of the boards for leaves of absence or vacations, or 
both. The board may provide leaves of absence during the times 
the schools are not in session for the teachers and employees on 
full pay when the teacher or employee devotes the leave of absence 
to instructing in or attending schools for teacher training or in the 
manner approved by the State Board of Education as beneficial to 
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the educational work of the city and may provide for the payment 
of any full-time teachers for absences during the time schools are 
in session the absence results from sickness or some other 
unavoidable cause which prevents the teacher from discharging 
his or her duties. Notwithstanding the foregoing, any teacher not 
utilizing or being paid for the sick leave accrued in any one year 
pursuant to regulations of the State Department of Education may 
accumulate days at the rate of one day per month for the months 
employed and carry over the unutilized days to the next consecu¬ 
tive year or years of employment for the same school system, or in 
any other school system in which the educator may later be 
employed, until he or she accumulates the maximum number of 
days as provided in Section 2 of the act amending this section. Pay 
for the absences resulting from unavoidable causes other than 
sickness shall not be allowed for a longer time than one week dur¬ 
ing any one year. The allowance of such pay shall at all times be in 
the discretion of the city board of education.” 

Section 6. Section 21-1-21, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 21 - 1 - 21 . 

“The state board of education may establish a sick leave plan 
for teachers employed by the Alabama Institute for Deaf and 
Blind, define sick leave, determine the rate of reimbursement for 
substitute teachers who serve in the place of teachers on sick 
leave, limit the number of days of sick leave per teacher for which 
reimbursement may be made up to the maximum number of days 
as provided in Section 2 of the act amending this section and make 
other rules and regulations as may be necessary for the effective 
operation of this section and section 21-1-20. Any teacher not uti¬ 
lizing or being paid for the sick leave accrued in any one year pur¬ 
suant to regulations of the state board of education may accumu¬ 
late days at the rate of one day per month for the months 
employed and carry over the unutilized days without limit to the 
next consecutive year or years of employment at the institute or in 
any other school system or public education institution in which 
the educator may later be employed as provided in Section 2 of the 
act amending this section. Pay for absences resulting from 
unavoidable causes other than sickness shall not be allowed for a 
longer time than one week during any one year.” 

Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To provide for state implementation of the National Voter Registration Act of 
1993, by designating the Secretary of State as the chief state elections official and 
amending Section 17-4-189 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide further for the 
personnel needed by boards of registrars for voter registration activities and the 
compensation of the personnel; to provide for dissemination of information on voter 
registration under certain conditions; to provide for the Voter Registration Fund in 
the State Treasury; to authorize the Secretary of State to enter into inter-agency 
agreements to implement the National Voter Registration Act of 1993 and to make 
a supplemental appropriation to the Secretary of State’s office for the 1993-94 fiscal 
year to be used in implementing the federal act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 17-4-189 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§17-4-189. 

“To assist in the reidentification required by this article, in the 
registration of electors and in the board’s continuing performance 
of its lawful duties, each board of registrars shall appoint in accor¬ 
dance with section 17-4-157, at least one or more deputy registrars 
in each precinct in the county for a four-year term or for the 
remainder of an unexpired term. A deputy registrar’s term of 
appointment shall run concurrently with that of the board. Deputy 
registrars shall be free to accept applications to reidentify and reg¬ 
ister any elector at any time, up to 10 days prior to an election. 
Any person serving as a deputy registrar shall be trained by the 
board of registrars and shall not be entitled to compensation. 
County governing bodies may authorize the boards of registrars to 
appoint additional deputy registrars, not to exceed six (6), to help 
as may be needed in periods of heavy registration, not to exceed 10 
registration days, resulting from the implementation of the 
National Voter Registration Act of 1993. County Governing bodies 
are authorized to provide additional clerical help as needed. Each 
deputy registrar appointed for this purpose shall receive a salary 
in the amount of $40.00 per day and shall be paid by the state as 
provided for in Section 17-4-153, Code of Alabama 1975. The board 
shall provide deputy registrars with all necessary forms to perform 
their duties, and when such forms are completed, deputy regis¬ 
trars shall return them to the office of the board of registrars as 
the board may require, but not later than five working days.” 

Section 2. (a) The Secretary of State shall be the primary 

state official for federal contact for the implementation of the 
National Voter Registration Act of 1993. The Secretary of State is 
the chief state elections official. 
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(b) The State Department of Public Safety shall integrate 
voter registration into driver’s license application and renewal or 
updating procedures. 

(c) The state through the Secretary of State’s Office shall 
allow citizens to register to vote by mail. The voter registration 
application may be designed by the Secretary of State provided it 
meets the requirements of the National Voter Registration Act of 
1993. The Secretary of State may, however, choose to use federally 
prescribed forms. 

(d) State agencies which provide food stamps, Medicaid, serv¬ 
ices related to Women and Infant Children program (WIC), services 
related to Aid to Families with Dependent Children (AFDC), and 
agencies providing services to the disabled shall provide voter reg¬ 
istration opportunities to their clientele in accordance with the 
National Voter Registration Act of 1993. 

(e) Recruitment offices of the armed forces of the United States 
shall provide voter registration opportunities to their clientele in 
accordance with the National Voter Registration Act of 1993. 

(f) Other public offices and agencies which may provide the 
voter registration services provided by the National Voter 
Registration Act of 1993 include public libraries, public schools, 
offices of municipal clerks, probate offices, state and local revenue 
offices, unemployment compensation offices, offices providing serv¬ 
ices to the disabled other than those required in (d) to provide 
voter registration services, and federal and nongovernmental 
offices which agree to provide the voter registration services. 

(g) Voter registration, confirmation documents, and any other 
documents necessary to be prescribed by the Secretary of State to 
meet the requirements of the National Voter Registration Act of 
1993 shall be prepared and furnished as provided for in Sections 
17-4-126 and 17-4-137, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 3. The Secretary of State may hire a computer pro¬ 
grammer and other necessary personnel to carry out the additional 
responsibilities placed on his or her office by state implementation of 
the National Voter Registration Act of 1993. The programmer and 
other personnel employed shall be under the state merit system. 

Section 4. In addition to any funds appropriated to the 
Secretary of State for the 1993-94 fiscal year in the General Fund 
Budget Act, an appropriation of two hundred thousand dollars 
($200,000) is made to the Secretary of State for the 1993-94 fiscal 
year to be used to offset any additional financial burden, including 
printing, placed on the office by state implementation of the 
National Voter Registration Act of 1993. 
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Section 5. The Director of Voter Registration shall ensure 
that all applicants obtain requested voter lists in a timely manner. 
Methods shall be established for the transmission of tapes, discs, 
or lists to any applicant. Hindrances shall not be created or 
devised to delay transmission of tapes, discs, or lists to any appli¬ 
cant. Except as provided in this section, there shall be a uniform 
charge for the production of voter lists. The costs of the basic elec¬ 
tronic copy of the statewide file shall be reasonable as determined 
by the Office of Voter Registration and a fee schedule shall be con¬ 
spicuously posted in the office of the director. Costs of printed 
copies of lists are as otherwise provided by law. Access to the lists 
and voter history information contained on the central computer in 
the Office of Voter Registration is accessible to anyone making 
application, except social security numbers which are not to be 
released. Proceeds from the sale of tapes, discs, lists, labels, or 
other materials from the Office of Voter Registration shall be 
retained by the Director of the Office of Voter Registration for use 
in the Office of Voter Registration. Upon application and without 
charge legislators shall be furnished up to two free printed copies 
of the voter lists for their districts during a legislative quadren- 
nium and resale of the lists shall be strictly prohibited. 

Section 6. It shall be the responsibility of the Board of 
Registrars to enter in a timely manner the names of the electors 
who vote in each election into the state voter file computer as 
maintained by the Office of Voter Registration. 


Section 7. There is established a separate trust fund in the 
State Treasury to be known as the Voter Registration Fund. All 
receipts collected under this act by the Office of Voter Registration 
are to be deposited in this fund. The receipts shall be disbursed 
only by warrant of the State Comptroller drawn upon the State 
Treasury supported by itemized vouchers approved by the Director 
of Voter Registration. No funds shall be withdrawn or expended 
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41-4-96, inclusive, and 41-19-1 to 41-19-12, inclusive, Code of 
Alabama 1975, and only in amounts as stipulated in the general 
appropriations act or other appropriations acts. 


Section 8. The Secretary of State shall promulgate rules 
and regulations and prescribe forms as shall be necessary to 
implement the National Voter Registration Act of 1993 in 
Alabama on January 1, 1995, including any roles, regulations, and 
forms necessary for the administration of the act by state depart¬ 
ments and agencies. The Director of the Office of Voter 
Registration shall work in close cooperation and coordination with 
the Secretary of State and under his or her direct supervision for 
the implementation of the National Voter Registration Act of 1993. 
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The Secretary of State is further authorized to enter into inter¬ 
agency agreements with other government agencies for the imple¬ 
mentation of the National Voter Registration Act of 1993. 

Section 9. In addition to all other appropriations heretofore 
or hereafter made, there is hereby appropriated to the Officer of 
Voter Registration from the Voter Registration Fund an amount as 
determined necessary by the director of the Office of Voter 
Registration for implementation of this act for fiscal years ending 
September 30, 1994 and September 30, 1995. 

Section 10. Violation of this act shall be a Class C misde¬ 
meanor punishable as provided by law. 

Section 11. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

To amend Sections 8-26-3, 8-26-4, 8-26-7, 8-26-12, 8-26-13, 8-26-14, 8-26-17, 8- 
26-24, and 8-26-26, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the Alabama Athlete Agent 
Regulatory Commission; to add the Secretary of State as a member of the commis¬ 
sion; to allow certain four year universities to appoint members to the commission; 
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to provide certain duties for the secretary regarding records, registration, bonds 
and fees, and records; and to levy certain annual fees and to remove certain filing 
requirements. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 8-26-3, 8-26-4, 8-26-7, 8-26-12, 8-26-13, 
8-26-14, 8-26-17, 8-26-24, and 8-26-26, Code of Alabama 1975, are 
amended to read as follows: 

“§8-26-3. 

“(a) There is created a commission for the regulation of athlete 
agents in the State of Alabama to be known as the Alabama 
Athlete Agent Regulatory Commission (hereinafter the ‘commis¬ 
sion’) consisting of 15 members. The commission shall consist of 
the Secretary of State and 14 members to be appointed as follows: 

“(1) The Governor shall appoint one commission member. 

“(2) The Lieutenant Governor shall appoint one commission 
member. 

“(3) The Speaker of the House shall appoint one commission 
member. 

“(4) The athletic directors at Alabama institutions of higher 
education participating in the following conferences shall jointly 
appoint one commission member to represent each of the following: 

“a. Auburn University System. 

“b. University of Alabama System. 

“c. University of South Alabama. 

“d. Alabama State University. 

“e. Alabama A & M University. 

“f. Tuskegee University. 

“g. Troy State University. 

“h. Jacksonville State University. 

“i. University of North Alabama. 

“j. Livingston University. 

“(5) The Alabama High School Athletic Association shall col¬ 
lectively appoint one commission member. 

“All appointed members of the commission shall be citizens of 
the United States and residents of Alabama. The term of each 
appointed commission member shall be for a period of three years 
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and appointed commission members may be eligible for reappoint¬ 
ment, subject to this chapter. If a vacancy occurs on the commis¬ 
sion, the one who originally appointed the vacated member shall 
appoint a successor who shall take office immediately and serve 
the remainder of the unexpired term. The commission members 
and their successors shall have and exercise all the powers and 
authority vested by law in the commission. 

“(b) The effective date of all appointments shall be January 1, 
1988. 

“(c) Within 15 days after their appointment, the members of 
the commission shall take an oath before any person lawfully 
authorized to administer oaths in this state to faithfully and 
impartially perform their duties as members of the commission, 
and the same shall be filed with the Secretary of State. 

“(d) The Governor shall remove from the commission any 
appointed member for neglect of duty or other just cause. 

“(e) The commission shall elect annually a chairperson, a vice¬ 
chairperson, and a secretary-treasurer from its members. 

“(f) A majority of the commission shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. 

“(g) The Secretary of State shall keep records of the commis¬ 
sion’s proceedings; and, in any proceeding in court, civil or criminal, 
arising out of or founded upon any provision of this chapter, copies of 
those records certified as correct by the Secretary of State shall be 
admissible in evidence as tending to prove the content of the records. 

“(h) The Secretary of State shall have printed and published for 
distribution an annual register which shall contain the names, 
arranged alphabetically, of all persons registered under this chapter. 

“(i) The Secretary of Stale may employ such personnel and 
arrange for such assistance, service and supplies as it may require 
for the performance of the duties of the commission. 

“(j) The commission may promulgate, and from time to time 
amend rules and standards of conduct for athlete agents appropri¬ 
ate for the protection of the residents of the state. At least 60 days 
prior to the promulgation of any such rule or amendment, the 
Secretary of State shall mail copies of the proposed rule or amend¬ 
ment to all persons registered under this chapter, with a notice 
advising them of the proposed effective date of the rule or amend¬ 
ment and requesting that they submit advisory comments thereon 
at least 15 days prior to the effective date. Failure to receive by mail 
a rule, amendment, or notice by all persons registered under this 
chapter shall not affect the validity of any such rule or amendment. 
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w (k) Except for the Secretary of State, each member of the 
commission shall be paid fifty dollars ($50) for each day the mem¬ 
ber is actively engaged in the discharge of official duties as a mem¬ 
ber of the commission, and the member shall also be paid actual 
necessary expenses incurred in the discharge of official duties. 

“§8-26-4. 

“No person shall engage in or carry on the occupation of an 
athlete agent either within the state or with a resident of the state 
without first registering with the commission through the 
Secretary of State. 

“§8-26-7. 

“(a) The commission, by a majority of its members present and 
voting, may refuse to grant a registration upon proof that the 
applicant or his or her representative commits any of the following 
acts: 

“(1) Has made false or misleading statements of a material 
nature in his or her application for registration. 

“(2) Has ever misappropriated funds, or engaged in other spe¬ 
cific acts such as embezzlement, theft, or fraud, which would ren¬ 
der him or her unfit to serve in a fiduciary capacity. 

“(3) Has engaged in such other conduct that significantly 
impacts adversely on his or her credibility, integrity, or compe¬ 
tence to serve in a fiduciary capacity. 

“(4) Has engaged in conduct which violates or causes a stu¬ 
dent-athlete to violate any rule or regulation promulgated by the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association governing student-ath¬ 
letes and their relationship with athlete agents. 

“(5) Is unwilling to swear or affirm that he or she will comply 
with the rules and standards of conduct for athlete agents as may 
from time to time be promulgated by the commission. 

“(b) If the commission refuses to grant a registration, notice of 
the refusal shall be sent by the Secretary of State by registered 
mail or personal service to the applicant. The notice shall set forth 
the particular reasons for the refusal and shall set a date not less 
than 30 days nor more than 60 days from the date of the mailing 
or service, at which time the applicant shall be given an opportu¬ 
nity for a prompt and fair hearing. The written notice shall be sent 
to the applicant’s last known address. The failure of the applicant 
to appear shall not prevent the commission from conducting a 
hearing. The hearing shall be conducted by the commission by 
means of sworn, recorded testimony. Parties shall have the right 
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to be represented by counsel and to conduct cross-examination of 
witnesses. 

“(c) On the basis of any hearing or upon default of applicant, the 
commission shall make a determination specifying its findings of 
fact and conclusions. A copy of the determination shall be sent by 
the Secretary of State by registered mail or served personally upon 
the applicant. The decision of the commission denying the registra¬ 
tion shall become final 30 days after being mailed or served unless 
within that period the applicant appeals the decision to the courts of 
this state in the same manner and subject to the same powers and 
conditions as now provided by law in regard to rulings, orders, and 
findings of other quasi-judicial bodies in Alabama. No appeal, while 
pending appropriate court action, shall supersede a denial. All pro¬ 
ceedings and evidence, together with exhibits presented at the hear¬ 
ings before the commission are admissible in evidence in the court. 

“(d) Every order and judgment of the commission shall take 
effect immediately on its promulgation unless the order or judg¬ 
ment fixes a probationary period for applicant. An order and judg¬ 
ment shall continue in effect unless the courts by proper order or 
decree terminate it. The commission may make public its orders 
and judgments in any manner and form it deems proper. 

“§8-26-12. 

“(a) A filing fee shall be paid to the Secretary of State for the 
benefit of the commission at the time the application for issuance 
of an athlete agent registration is filed. 

“(b) In addition to the filing fee required for application for 
issuance of an athlete agent registration, every athlete agent shall 
pay annually to the Secretary of State for the benefit of the com¬ 
mission at the time registration is obtained or renewed, a registra¬ 
tion fee. 


“The commission shall set the fees required by Section 8-26-12. 

“§8-26-14. 

“(a) An athlete agent shall deposit with the Secretary of State 
prior to the issuance of a registration or renewal of a registration, 
a surety bond in the penal sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000). 

“(b) For the purposes of this chapter, a certificate from an insur¬ 
ance carrier stating that malpractice coverage in the minimum 
amount of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) is in place shall be consid¬ 
ered equivalent to a surety bond. Evidence that such coverage is in 
full force and effect shall be presented to the Secretary of State upon 
such terms and conditions as the commission may prescribe. 
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“(c) For the purposes of this chapter, a certificate of deposit 
payable to the Secretary of State, or a savings account assigned to 
the Secretary of State, in the amount of fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000) shall be considered equivalent to a surety bond, and 
shall be acceptable to the commission upon such terms and condi¬ 
tions as it prescribes. 

“§8-26-17. 

“All moneys collected for registrations and all fines collected 
for violations of this chapter shall be paid to the Secretary of State, 
who shall deposit them in a special fund in the state treasury for 
the use of the commission. 

“There is hereby created in the state treasury a fund to be 
known and designated as the Alabama Athlete Agent Regulatory 
Commission Fund. All funds, fees charges, costs and collections 
accruing to or collected under the provisions of this act or any other 
fees collected relating to the Alabama Athlete Agent Regulatory 
Commission shall be deposited into the state treasury to the credit 
of the Alabama Athlete Agent Regulatory Commission Fund.

“If a professional sports services contract is negotiated, no ath¬ 
lete agent shall collect a fee in any calendar year which exceeds 10 
percent of the total compensation, direct or indirect, and no matter 
from whom received, the athlete is receiving in that calendar year 
under the contract. However, an athlete agent may require secu¬ 
rity that his or her future fees will be paid under the agreement 
with the athlete. 

“§8-26-26. 

“Every athlete agent shall keep records approved by the com¬ 
mission and filed with the Secretary of State, in which shall be 
entered all of the following: 

“(1) The name and address of each athlete employing the ath¬ 
lete agent. 

“(2) The amount of fee received from such athlete.

“(3) The contract entered into between the athlete agent and 
such athlete. 

“(4) Other information which the commission may from time 
to time require.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 44-1-26 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the Youth 
Services Department salary subsidies for probation services; to revise the allocation 
of juvenile probation officers salary subsidies; to provide further for minimum stan¬ 
dards for certification of juvenile probate officers; and to provide an appropriation. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1 . Section 44-1-26 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§44-1-26. 

“(a) The Department of Youth Services shall provide salary 
subsidies for juvenile probation services to all Alabama counties. 

“(1) The department shall allocate salary subsidies to counties 
for juvenile probation officers on the basis of one salary subsidy 
per 15,000 population or fraction thereof. The department shall 
use the last federal decennial census for these calculations. If 
there are counties with a population less than 30,000 which do not 
provide matching funds, the department may fully subsidize one 
probation officer per county. 

“(2) The department shall expend funds to provide a salary 
subsidy of twenty-two thousand dollars ($22,000) or one-half of the 
total salary actually paid to a juvenile probation officer, whichever 
is greater, for the number of probation officers subsidies provided 
to a county in the formula in subdivision (1). However, this sub¬ 
sidy shall be paid to the counties only for juvenile probation offi¬ 
cers authorized and employed. Employment for purposes of this 
subdivision includes temporary vacancies of 30 days or less. 

“Salary rates and ranges for juvenile probation officers shall be 
established by county personnel boards, county commissions, or 
any other local entities. These salary rates and ranges shall be 
adjusted to reflect a minimum salary for juvenile probation officers 
of twenty-two thousand dollars ($22,000) effective October 1, 1994. 
In adjusting the salary rates and ranges of juvenile probation offi¬ 
cers, no county shall reduce the portion it pays for any probation 
officer's salary below the salary level in effect on January 1, 1994. 

“(3) The provisions of subdivision (2) shall apply for juvenile 
probation officers employed before or on September 30, 1994. Any 
juvenile probation officers first employed on or after October 1, 
1994, shall be paid at least the minimum salary of twenty-two 
thousand dollars ($22,000) with the county providing one-half of 
the salary authorized for the new employees and the remaining 
half provided by the state. 

“(b) The department of youth services shall establish and pro¬ 
mulgate reasonable minimum standards for certification of juve¬ 
nile probation officers. All funds expended by the department will 
be contingent upon the recipients of the funds meeting the stan¬ 
dards established by the department. 

“(c) The responsibilities of the department of human resources 
exercised pursuant to law relating to probation, parole, and foster 
care services to a minor who is an adjudicated delinquent shall 
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cease effective January 1, 1976, it being the intention of the legis¬ 
lature that these functions shall be performed by the department 
of youth services. Any responsibilities of the department of human 
resources relating to probation services to a court when a petition 
alleging delinquency has been filed shall cease effective January 1, 
1976. The authority of the department of human resources to con¬ 
tinue to give services and provide foster care for a child who is 
dependent, neglected, or under insufficient guardianship shall con¬ 
tinue and the department of human resources, if appointed by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall perform the functions of a 
probation officer of the court in cases involving children who are 
dependent, neglected, under insufficient guardianship, and other¬ 
wise handicapped children.” 

Section 2. There is appropriated two million six hundred 
seventy-six thousand dollars ($2,676,000) from the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund to the Department of Youth 
Services for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1994, for the pur¬ 
pose of implementing this amendatory act. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.
